The second scene was at the gilded Garrick 
Theater, any night during one winter’s-end week 
of the past season, when St. Louis, in dress suits 
and directoires, applauded the sardonic and sa- 
tanic sinister stage subtleties of “The Devil.” 

Mr. Konta was not there, but every dollar that 
passed into the box office was paying him its 
stated tribute as he sailed for Hungary to seek 
new “sure-fire” dramatic successes. 

For he was the discoverer, the translator, and, 
for all commercial purposes, the author of the 
Molnar comedy. When rival productions cropped 
up, he smiled at the advertising they were giving 
his show. 

And “The Devil” paid him back, in royalties, 
the $30,000 or so that he had dropped in the waste 
places of “Jerusalem” when a Kansas syndicate, 
with the present Governor of the alfalfa com- 
monwealth at its head, set Promoter Konta down 
_ outside the city wall’ and ran the transplanted 
capital of Palestine on a strictly Topeka plan.

THE VALUE OF WATER POWER. 

John L, Mathews, in the June Hampton's, dis- 
cusses the enormous water-power resources Of 
the country and points to the danger of a new 
trust of such astonishing‘ proportions that all 
others would become i:.signiticant. Already a 
somnolent Congress has granted perpetual fran- 
chises for the use of much of this last remaining 
natural resource. Forehande~ promoters are seiz- 
ing rights wherever and however they can against 
the time when electrical energy generated by 
water power shall supplant coal. 

Some idea of the value of the nation’s water 
power is gained from Mr. Mathews’ statement 
that without conservation—by which it could be 
easily increased 50 per cent—it is equivalent to 
650,000,000 tons of coal a year, and we now actual- 
ly mine about 500,000,000. Our water power is 
worth more than our coal mines, und it is a 
power more easily transported. 

The value of water power is estimated by the 
United States Government to be $33 per unit per 
year. In Maine, where the interest in the de- 
velopment of water power is becoming keen, it 
has been ascertained that the utilization of all 
the opportunities would result in a minimum 
production of 153,000, with nearly 800,000 actual 
an easy possibility. This is worth, at $33 a unit, 
over $5,000,000 a year for the minimum, with a 
possible value of $39,000,000 a year in fullness of 
development. 

Missouri, which is more than twice the area of 
Maine, has potentialities correspondingly great 
and a situation unrivaled. The possibilities in 
this State have not even been estimated. No sur- 
veys have been made. It is only known that un- 
limited energy in streams and rivers is going to 
waste. We use coal and hope for natural gas 
and let smokeless, dustless substitutes for them 
go to waste. We turn no machinery by steam 
power which could not be turned by power from 
water turbine. We have made no step to save 
for the people this force of tremendous power and 
incalculable value. Aro we to wait until we wake 
some day to find that private enterprise is at our 
door ready to sell us what we now own?

Fourteen feet through the valley may be at- 
tained some day, but there is danger that then 
there will be no pilots for the steamers. The 
race of pilots is rapidly dying, and in the past ten 
years only twenty men have received sufficient 
training to pilot a steamboat on the Mississippi 
anywhere between St. Paul and New Or‘eans. 

EDUCATION AND MONEY. 

If those who are supposed to be the most high- 
ly educated people do not usually “make the most 
money,” it may be because they are “too busy,” 
as Agassiz once explained. He did not explain 
that he was too busy learning to teach other 
people how to make money through the science 
of geology whose results now appear in annual 
reports, showing that the mineral prcducts of the 
United States go on doubling as the education 
Agassiz stood for reaches an increasing number 
of people. . 

One of the most striking tests of the value of 
education made in modern times is now in prog- 
ress in the West and Southwest, with its suc- 
cess depending on increasing education in the 
meaning of all that is summec wp in the word 
“evaporation.” Amarillo, in the Texas “Pan- 
handle,” reports that it is doing well without 
rain now because it had a late spring snow. On 
the same day the secretary of the “Dryfarming 
Congress” sends out a warning from Uhicago that 
those’ who rush to take up land for dry-farming 
on hearing of great successes in it, must know 
what they are doing. They must krow what 
evaporation means and how to invest at least 
$1000 in checking it to prevent their work from 
being wasted. With education enough in using 
it, this is a small amount of capital for invest- 
ment in v-ork which, if it succeeds, will add bil- 
lions to toe annual wealth of the United States 
and millions to its population. 

In brief, education in physics is being applied 
through experiments with plow and harrow in 
this case where success depends first of all on 
the education of those who know physics and 
those who listen to them closely enough to learn 
what is needed for success. 

This case in point is one of many illustrating 
the enormous possibilities in terms of dollars 
and millions of dollars of the education which, 
to some who have it, may seem worth more than 
money. 
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“My policy will be that of Mr. Van Cleave,” 
said John Kirby Jr., new president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers. “I do not 
believe in compromise with criminals.” At this 
point, we have no doubt, organized labor took to 
the woods. 
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SHIRTSLEEVES AT THE SOUTH. 

An air line from St. Louis to El Paso, Tex., will 
mark Southwestern territory belonging to Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and New Mex- 
ico. A similar line from St. Louis to Savannah, 
connected with El Paso, as the base of a pyra- 
mid with St. Louis at the summit, will diagram 
a very remarkable fact, so that no further argu- 
ment will be needed to show its meaning or its 
importance. 

In half a generation, or since the beginning of 
the second Cleveland administration, the states 
of this Southwestern and Southeastern pyramid 
have laid over 20,000 miles of new steam railroad 
track which they are operating this year while 
they are building more.

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THE WITHERSPOON MEMORIAL, 

The statue of John Witherspoon which has 
just been unveiled in Washington is the first to 
be erected there by voluntary subscriptions. It 
is the second Witherspoon statue in this coun- 


try—the other having been erected in Philadel- 


phia in 1876. 
The memory of Dr. Witherspoon well deserves 


honorable recognition from the American peo- 
ple. He contributed memorable services to two 
great causes in this country, that of indepen- 
dence and that of education. Coming from Scot- 
land when 46 years of age to the presidency of 
Princeton College, he became, as he himself said, 
“an American the moment he landed.” He was 
an uncompromising, courageous and eloquent ad- 
vocate of American liberty. A signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, he was a leader of the 
war party and plunged heart and soul into the 
cause. Combining energy with learning, amid 
difficulties which would have discouraged any 
but a man of tremendous force, he broadened the 
scope of collegiate education in the new world 
and laid the foundation for the subsequent de- 
velopment of the great university in Princeton. 
His example was an inspiration to other educa- 
tors. 

Although a Calvinist of Calvinists—his sermons 
are curiosities of religious literature in this day 
—Dr. Witherspoon, in the New Jersey constitu- 
tional convention, proposed the abolition of all 
religious tests. He was a conspicuous example 


of the fighting Puritan, who cheerfully offered] 


his life for either his theological doctrines or 
his political principles.

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| WHAT IS AND WAS JOHNNY CAKE. 

The New York Tribune having. described the 
johnny cake as a flat cake made of corn meal, 
the Charlotte, (N. C.) Observer makes merry, say- 
ing that it is, (or was, for it is now obsolete), 
a wheaten cake anciently called journey cake, be- 
cause people going on a journey often had to 
prepare their own food and took with them the 
needful flour and baking utensils.

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THE IMMIGRANT’S ECONOMIC VALUE. 

The economic value of the average immigrant 
is probably much higher than he is' allowed 
to realize in this country. His opportunities are 
limited, first, by his own ignorance, or rather 
inexperience, and also by the random neglect of 
society itself to make the most of the new raw 
material of humanity. 

Mr. W. D. Howells recently drew attention to 
the fact that there were 500,000 Italians in the city 
of New York, most of them of the peasant class. 
He suggested that instead of herding them in 
the lower quarters of great cities they be dis- 
tributed among the rural districts. 

Wherever Italian immigrants have gone into 
the country districts they have prospered and 
made good farmers and good citizens. The gur- 
vey, formerly Charities and the Commons, tells 
of one Christenzo Seragosa, a Sicilian, who, 15 
years ago, drifted to Fredonia, Chautauqua 
County, N. Y., a8 a day laborer. He Was not 
made welcome, but soon overcame the prejudice 
of the Americans and was followed by othereSi- 
cilian families, At first they were all day la- 
borers, but saved enough to buy land. The re- 
sult is that there are now 1200 Italians in Fredonia, 
many of them owning large vineyards. Nearly 
all have cottages with gardens attached. More- 
over, they have raised the standard of farming 
in that vicinity. “Americans have to hustle to 
keep up with them,” and land worth $50 to $75 an 
acre 10 years ago cannot now be bought for $250. 

A man’s worth depends largely upon the use he 
is put to and it ought to be the object of Ameri- 
can policy to use the immigrant for such labor 
as gives best and freest exercise to his best na- 
tural faculties and powers. 
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Of course if the trail of hundred dollar bills 
had been followed to the end the sleuths would 
have brought up at 26 Broadway.

Mr. Tillman: I have got a real industry. One man 
down there produces 15,000 pounds of tea. 

Mr. Hale: If that can become a prosperous and

WHAT EUGENICS MEANS. 
Prof. W. I. Thomas in the American Magazine. 

Eugenics means primarily good reproduction, and 
to the degree that it is possible to carry it out, it 
will eliminate the congenital criminal, the insane, the 
idiotic, the dipsomaniac, those tainted with heredt- 
tary disease, the violent, and, it is to be hoped, the 
Philistine. It would also encourage reproduction in 
stocks which have shown themselves of a high de- 
gree of ‘‘civic worth.’ And it would so surround 
life after it is produced that it cannot become bad. 
In this latter point eugenism becomes associated in 
its aims and politics and education. 

At present eugenics is scarcely more than an idea 
and a sentiment. There is as yet no definite program 
to which even its own advocates would all subscribe. 
For this, indeed, a more perfect knowledge of Di- 
ology is required; and to make any program éef- 
fective changes in the present social order will be 
necessary. Certain things we do now know. Chil- 
dren are at present largely in the class of accidents, 
they are not universally desired, and marriages are 
not arranged with reference to producing the best 
specimens Of Our kind. The families of. the econom- 
ically better classes are not as large as they were 530 
years ago, and the same is true of the: more capa- 
ble artisan and working classes, while the families 
of the very poor are not diminishing in numbers. 
Insanity, suicide, dumbness, dipsomania, erotism an1 
violence are on the increase both because they are 
bred rapidly and made possible by the bad socia! 
conditions. 

The idea of eugenics does not imply that the fam- 
ily is to be interfered with or in any way modified, 
except that the family situation may be improved, 
as indeed it should be. Marriage should not only not 
be undertaken without a view to good offspring. 
but the family should be the place where the senti- 
ment for eugenism should be developed most acute- 
ly. A sentiment and a calculation with reference to 
maximizing the number of efficient individuals 1” 
the family and in society is all that eugenics im- 
plies. And this interest would cover not only the 
conditions of the reproduction of children, but a more 
fundamental interest in their rearing.

Captains of Industry Acclaim 
the Return of Commercial 
Confidence. 





GOOD TIMES COMING 


—_ 





Gradual and Substantial Im- 
provement in Business 
Conditions Is Seen. 


NEW YORK, May 22.—In one grand 
chorus the captains of industry of 
America announce the glad tidings that 
prosperity is returning, that the tide 
of good times is rising rapidly. There 
is not a discordant voice in the chorus, 
Merchant, banker, builder, broker, man- 
ufacturer and savings bank president 
proclaim the new era, and prosperity, 
the best of good times, is right upon 
us. But let them give their testimony 
themselves and tell on what they base 
these assertions: 

Cornelius N. Bliss, of Bliss, Fabyian 
& Co., selling agents of the largest 
textile mills in America 
treasurer of the National Committee: 

‘Business is all right; not big, not 
rushing just yet, but I expect to see a 
good average fall business. We are be- 
tween the seasons now. Activity should 
begin about July in preparation of or- 


ders for the fall trade, and the only 
thing that may hold us back is the 
tariff. Nothing can be shaped so long 
as they hang on to that in Washington. 
As soon as they pass the bill, no matter 
how they settle it, business will pick 
up. That is all it is waiting on. Stocks 
of merchandise are low everywhere and 
it is only reasonable to expect that they 
will be replenished now, as doubt of 
the future will be removed with the 
tariff out of the way—no matter what 
the tariff is, so long as it is passed.’’ 
Prosperity Waits for Tariff Bill, 

William A. Clark, Ex-Senator of Mon- 
tana, capitalist and miner: ‘I am cer- 
tain that as soon as the tariff is set- 
tled there will be a great improvement 
in the industrial and financial situa- 
tion here. Business apprehension is no 
longer felt, but business men are com- 
pelled to wait for a basis to figure 
on. That comes in the new tariff and 
that will soon be out of the way, judg- 
ing from the signs. and from what I 
hear.”* 

Elbert H. Gary, head of the United 
States Steel Corporation: ‘‘We will soon 
be on the high road to prosperity. The 
mists are clearing away and we shall 
soon see the sun of prosperity bright as 
it has ever been. I have said all along 
that this country’could not long remain 
inactive, dnd given up to sad reflec- 
tions, but that a néw day would find us 
up and doing. The day is due. The 
clouds that have been hanging over 
business for the last 18 months are brok- 
en and, we have sunlight again.”’ 

William E. Cerey of the United States 
Steel Corporation: ‘Since early March 
there has been a gradual and well sus- 
tained improvement in the steel in- 
dustry. The subsidiary companies in 
the United States Steel Corparation are 
how operating on a basis of about 75 
per cent of their normal capacity, which 
is the highest since 1907. There is every 
indication that this improvement is due 
to a natural and healthy demand for our 
products, and with average crops and 
an early settlement of the tariff we 
confidently expect a speedy return te 
normal conditions. The tendency ef 
prices is distinctly upward, but the 
movement in this direction will probably 
be and should be a gradual one.” 

Stock Market as Forecaster. 

Henry Clews, banker and steck broker: 
“Stocks are selling at prosperity 
prices. The stock market is always 
some months ahead of actual business 
conditions, because Wall street discounts 
the future. I do not see a shadow on 
the country’s prospects and though 
there has been suffering and a great 
people—everybody more or less—have 
been hurt financially, I believe it was all 
for the best. We are not likely to get 
hurt twice in the same way and we 
shall now use more safety appliances 
in business.”’ 

James J. Hill, the great railroad build- 
er, chairman of the Great Northern 
Railroad; 

“The outlook is good in all directions. 
The Great Northern road runs. through 
a district that supplies one-sixth of the 
wheat of the United States. The wheat 
outiook is good. I do. not think there 
will be a big crop, but it promises to be 
a fair one. Heavy snows that lasted 
late into the spring prevented plowing 
and after the ground was ready many 
farmers put in oats and barley instead 
of wheat, so that the loss fs in wheat 
acreage rather than in failure of crop 
and* for this there are compensations. 
The West and South are to be the 
great sections ef this country in the 
future. .The West is now, for that 
matter. The South exhausted her soil 
before the war by her improvident 
method of agriculture and is new strug- 
gling toward a resteration of it. When 
the tariff agitation is over in Washing- 
ton, things will begin to bum.”’ 

MeVeagh on Currency Reform. 

Franklin McVeagh, Secretary ef the 
Troasury:. ‘‘The report of the Monetary 
Commission will be based on therough 
and intelligent study of the commercial 
and banking systems of this country 
and Eurepe, and I feel certain that the 
result will be gratifying to the business 
interests of the United States. So far 
as the administration is concerned, it

Water Commissioner Adkins has a 
pian for a dirigible balloon race which 
he thinks will prove a drawing card 
for the centennial celebration in Oc- 
tober. He suggests that the race be 


from the Water ‘tower at Grand and 
Jmfayette avneues to the water tower 
at Twentieth and Bissell streets and 
return. 

The distance is 41-5 miles. Allowing 
for wide turns the round trip would be 
"ine miles. Several of the dirigible 
~200ns that have already made 
flights, is in the United States could 
make this distance in faster time than 
an automobile traveling along Grand 
avenue. 

in Reservoir Park, at Grand and La- 
fayette avenues, thera is plenty of space 
for several] dirigibles Mr. Adkins sug- 
gests that they be inflated at the near- 
est gas tank and then go to Reservoir 
Park for the race. 

The route Mr. Adkins proposes would 
rive opportunity to hundreds of thou- 
stands to view the race. In the Fair- 
grounds Park alone 100,000 spectators 
could be accommodated easily. And if 
the airships sailed 10) feet above Grand 
nvenue they could be seen from Broad- 
way, owing to the high altitude of 
C-rand avenue. 

Could Be Seen From Broadway. 

The North St. wouis Water Tower is 
i193 feet high and its base is 103 feet 
above the city directrix—the levee at 
the foot of Walnut street. The tower 
in Reservoir Park is 179 feet high and 
its base is 146 feet above the city di- 
rectrix. 

The Aero Club of St. Louis, which has 
in charge the aeronautical events for 
Centennial week, will pass upon Mr. 
Adkins’ suggestion. The Aero Club 
members have been active In their plans 
for these events, realizing that the 
aero races and exhibitions will bring 
many people to St. Louis. The Finance 
Committee of the Centennial Celebration 
\Association has allotted $12,000 for the 

_- expenses of the aero events. 

Letters have been sent out by the 
Finance Committee to men prominent 
in St. Louis industries, asking them to 
act as chairmen in soliciting a $100,000 
fund. Three industries have already con- 
tributed $15,000 to the fund. 

On the receipt of answers names of 
the chairman will be published. Then 
all the concerns coming under the ju- 
risdiction of each chairman will be ex- 
pected to contribute. 

One hundred chairmen will be appoint- 

da, representing as many industries, 
from boots to bicycles. Some industries, 
it is expected, will contribute more than 
others, because of the greater capital 
interested. 

The finance committee will publish the 
list of donatoins daily. Members of the 
committee expect to have the subscrip- 
ti-n Mat of $100,000 filled by June 10. All 
those whe make donations under $100 are 
supposed to pay on demand. Those who 
contribute more will have _ several 
weeks in which to pay. 

The finance committee is so confident 
that $100,000 will be rai-ed from St. 

Leulis industries by June 10 that it is 
met ma :ing plans for rasing money by 
popular subscription.

Blow Aimed by Tax 
Amendment. 








TO RENOUNCE ALL AID 


Department of Journalism 
Head Proposes to Make ‘‘Mis- 
sourian” Self-Supporting.

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 22.—The Uni- 
versity Missourian, the daily paper pub- 
lished by the Schoo! of Journalism. has 
dodged the blow aimed at it in the ap- 
propriation bill rider. It will net sus- 
pend publication, as many of its friends 
feared and as the supporters of the 
“rider’’ are thought to have desired. 


- The university appropriation carried a 
proviso that none of the monev appre 
priated by the State should be use! di- 
rectly or indirectly to support a news- 
paper published at the university if 
Such newsparer printed paid advertise- 
ments and charged for subscriptions. 

It was known that the faculty of 
the School of Journalism wanted a 
“real newspaper,” as they thought noth- 
ing else would meet the requirements of 
the school. It would take the life and 
zest out of news-getting. Dean Walter 
Williams and his assistanuts said, if 
there was not a list of regular subs”rib- 
ers who waited dally for the paper. 
And, with advertisements lacking, the 
paper would be without a very import- 
ant feature of a newspaper in its ap- 
pearance and make-up, to say nothing 
of the resulting loss of .revenue. 

Four Ways to Survive. 

But Dean Williams says now that 
there are at least four separate and dis- 
tinct methods by which the Misscurian 
may be kept up without violating the 
proviso of the appropriation bill. Those 
four methods are: 

1. By letting the State pay for the pa- 
per and accepting neither adverttse- 
ments nor subscriptions. 

2. By letting the paper be published 
by the students themselves, just as 
other student publications are now is- 
sued. 

8. By retaining the paper as the au- 
thorized publication ef the School of 
Journalism and pushing the business 
end s6 vigorously as to make the paper 
self-supporting and doing away with the 
need of any State financial aid. 

4. By charging small tuition fees, as 
ie done in the @epartments of law and 
medicine, and applying the funds so re- 
alized te the support of the paper in 


new drawing te a clese. 

The first methed does net meet with 
Dean Williams’ approval for the rea- 
sons before stated. 

The second method is favored by the 
students, who the other day appointed 
a committee to act as a publishing beard 
in the event the paper is turned over 
to the students. The students could act 
independently and their action would in 
no way involve 2ny State appropriations. 
The committee named by the students 
is:

Riddings, Hamilton, Mo.; C. A. Harvey. 
Marsville, Mo.; Raymond Leggett, Car- 
thage, Mo.: F. W. Cooke, Healdsburg.

Fisher, Helena, Mo.; J. F. Williams, 
Joplin, Mo.; Hermann Hoelke, 2016 Al- 
len avenue, 8t. Louis. 

It was discussion along that line which 
led to an amendment ef the appropria 
tion bill rider to make it read that not 
only no direct, but also no “indirect,’’ 
support should be given the paper with 
State funds if advertisements were ac. 
cepted cr subscriptions taken. 

The third method is more to Dean 

Williams’ liking. He is enthusiastic ove: 
the Missourtan and believes that with 
very little difficulty it could be made 
not only self-supporting but actually a 
profitable institution. 
*" The fight on the Missourian is of 
Columbian origin. Editers of local pa- 
pers have complained that the paper 
was their competitor and was cutting 
into their business. It was argued that 
no State institution should thus inter- 
fere with private business enterprise. 

President Albert Ross Hill and Dean 
Williams made a personal canvass of 
the merchants in Tolumbila. The mer- 
chants, to a man, declared that the} 
had not spent a nickel less on locaj 
newspaper advertising than they did be. 
fore the advent of the Missourian. They 
said that, as far as they were con- 
cerned, the local newspapers occupied 
a field altogether different from the 
Missourian and that the Missourian was 
a competitor only of the other schoo! 
publications, getting the lion’s share of 
that business. 

The adoption of the fourth method of 
eeping up the Missourian might mean 
the discontinuance of direct subscrip- 
tion lists. For instance, if the labore- 
tory o> tuition fee were fixed at $20. 
each student would have the right to 
20 copies of the Missourian every day. 
He could sell these any way he desired, 
either by contracting with persons now 
on che subscription lists or by turning 
over his copies to a distributor appoint- 
ed by the students as a selling agent 
for the entire school. 

The attendance at ihe School of Jour- 
nalism is about 100, and Dean Williams 
expects it to be twice as Jarge next 
year. He says he is getting inquiries 
from prospective students daily and that 
the interest has not fallen off at all on 
account of the Lostility to the schoo} 
displayed in the Legisiature.

Glennon Asks Writ to Com- 
pel Enaction of Assem- 
bly’s Order. 





Alley fights are ordinary. -The relig- 
fous alley fight Is extrao:dinary. This 
has developec in the West End. The 
church and the citizen are the belliger- 
ents. On one side is St. Mark’s Cath- 
olic Parish, led by the Rev. Father P. 
J. O'Rourke, commander-in-chief. On 
the ether side are 65 property owners, 
who are looking for a Caesar to lead 
them to victory. 

Already the case is in the courts. Grim 
war has been declared by Archbishep 
Glennon’s appeal to Judge Grimm of 
the Circuit Court. But the battle rages 
most fiercely in and on and ajl around 
city block No. 7392. . 

St. Mark’s Parish is building a hand- 
some parochial school to cost $125,000 
alongside the church, on the northwest 
corner ef Acaderny avenue and Page 
voulevard. There is plenty of material 
to build the school, but the space fo* 
the pupll-’ nlavground ts restricted by 
city conditions. ‘[o close up an alley 
in one direction and epen an alley in 
enother is the plan adopted by the 
parish to increase the playgreund space. 

This is the casus belli. 

It appears that an erdinance was 
passed by the Municipal Assembly Feb. 
25, whereby the city accepted from the 
parish the donation of a strip 16 by 156 
feet, running north and south, for an 
alley opening on Minerva avenue, in 
consideration of the clesing of the al- 
ley, 15 bY 165 feet, opening on Academy 
avenue. This change gives the paro- 
chial school its desired space, but makes 
an L alley in the block. 


Archbishop Asks Writ. 
President Maxime Reber and Recorder 


Charles F. Joy, it is said, refused to 
record the deed of the strip from the 
parish. Archbishop Glennon applied for 
a writ ef mandamus before Judge 
Grimm to compel the closing of the al- 
ley from Academy avenue west, s0 
that the school p’.yground may be big 
enough for all ‘> antics of the pupils. 

Property owners on the block. have 
arisen in protest. Sixty-five of them have 
signed a petition against the proposed 
right-angling of the alley. 

Leon Broyer, who has just erected 
a garage costing $2200 in the rear of 
his property at 5217 Page boulevard, is 
one of the petitioners. Mr: Broyer says 
he doesn’t see how it is possible for the 








er, 





most skillful chauffeur to curve an au- 
tomebile into the garage from a 15-foot 
alley with a right-angle turn. 

Julius La Chance, a boss house paint- 
who lives at 5226 Minerva avenue, 
says his wagons carry long ladders, 
which are housed in the rear of his 
premises, and unless the ladders are cut 
into sections and hinged he can’t see 
how on earth he ever will get them te 
make the turn at the L in the alley. 
Mr. La Chance says further that 10 
years ago the property owners each do- 
nated seven and one-half, feet to make 
the present alley 15 feet, with a straight 
shoot. 


Minerva Side Objects. 
The people living on the Minerva side 


of the block object vigorously to the 
proposed change. They say they do not 
want ashcarts, garbage wagons, etc., 
coming out upon their asphalted street. 
To far Virginia goes the cry against 
th> right-angling ef the alley. William 
Harrison, who lives in the Old Dominion 
State, owns property abutting the alley, 
at 5122 Minerva avenue. It is said that 
Wr. Harrisen, to whose ears have come 
tidings of the alteration heard by the 
Municipal Assembly, has employed an 
attorney to protest in his interests. 
Other property owners, who prefer a 
straight course down the alley to an L 
turn, have engaged the services of At- 
torney I. Joel Wilson to make their legal 
fitht against the parish plan. 

The entire neighborhod is watching 
with-.interest the alley fight of the Arch- 
bishep of St. Louis against the property 
owners.

Harry Walker, New York Po- 
litician, Will Raise Cab- 
bages in Texas. 





GOSSIP OF THE EXILES 





“Expatriots” in Gotham Once 
Asked Mark Twain to Be 
Their President. 


_—_——— 


NEW YORK, May 22.—Harry Walk- 


er secretary of the Aqueduct Commis- 


sion, and the only Missourian to achieve 


prominence as a Tammany man, is be- 


ginning to tire a little of the delights 
of metropolitan life and to give heed 
to his friend, Col. William J. Bryan, 


in his pahegyrics of Texas as an agri- 
cultural Mecca and of the delights of 
the simple life as compared with the 
strenuosity of politics. 

Col. Bryan will be remembered as the 
gentleman from Nebraska who has 
made a hobby of presidential nomina- 
tions, and who has occasionally beer 
suspected by some of his intimate 
friends of aspiring to the presidency 
itself, though this opinion has never be- 
come widespread. Col. Bryan, however, 
in pursuit of his hobby, has traveled 
considerably and observed much and 
as a result some time since espa 
a tract of land near San Benito, Tex. 

In his travels in the land of the 
Mikado, Col. Bryan observed that the 
Japanese raise a native orange, a finer 
fruit than an American lemon, and com- 
paring the climate in which these or- 
anges are grown with the climate ii 
the San Benito vicinity, which is 14 
miles from Brownsville, he has con- 
cluded that Japanese oranges can be 
raised in that corner of Texas and so 
has convinced Mr. Walker. 

Mr. Walker, therefore, has purchased 
40 acres adjoining Col. Bryan’s planta- 
tion, but as a beginning will plant it in 
unromantic cabbages. He is prompted 
to do this by the fact that his friena, 
Prof. Woodward, formerly of Columbia 
University, who has a form in the same 
neighborhood, raised cabbages at the 
rate of $700 an acre on his ground, prov- 
ing that Irish roots are far more profit- 
able than those of Grecian origin. 
Hence Mr. Walker will raise cabbages. 

However, while the cabbages are 
growing he will not be idle, but will set 
out the ground in fig, pecan and Japa- 
nese orange trees. This orchard in the 
course of time is expected to produce 
the main revenue of the farm, but in the 
meantime the cabbages will continue to 
be sown, and it is to be hoped, harvest- 
ed. Col. Bryan is content with the pe- 
cans, figs and Japanese oranges, and 
will let the Commoner and lecture plat- 
form furnish the needful revenue in the 
meantime, Instead of relying on cab- 
ages. 

_ Ratiroad Lawyer Becomes Preacher. 

It may not be generally known by the 
many Missourians who know Mr. Walk- 
er that he has a brother in the ministry, 
the Rev. Ralph J. Walker, rector of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of St. 
Simeon, at 161lst street and Sheridan ave- 
nue, in the Bronx. The Rev. Mr. Walker 
received this charge 10 years ago, when 
that neighborhood was a_ wildernes 
which looked more in need of missions 
than of established churches. But after 
the completion of the subway it had a 
mushroom growth and St. Simeon’s is 
now a large church with a big congre- 
gation. 

Mr. Walker before entering the min- 
istry was a railroad lawyer, whose du- 
ties took him to Jefferson City to plead 
with. Legislators of more or less ob- 
stinacy not to be too hard on the Frisco 
Railroad, for Mr. Walker was a sub- 
ordinate of E. D. Kenna and John 
O'Day, chief counsel for the Frisco in 
the days of the presidency of Mr. Rod- 
gers. Harry Walker says it was his 
brother’s experience as a railroad lawyer 
that turned his thoughts toward the 
ministry. Harry says his brotker once 
remarked: 

“I could have stood it all, --d did un- 
til an energetic friend and rival, wh» 
was the official ‘good fellow’. for the 
Missouri Pacific, wanted me to help 
him induce Legislators to introduce 
‘strike’ bills so we wouls. have to huy 
them off.’’ 

Incidentally, Mr. Kenna in those days 
was familiarly known as Ed Kenna and 
now lives most of the time in Nice, and 
when he comes to New York or figures 
in the reports of foreign correspond- 
ents of New York papers, is always 
distantly referred to as E. Dudley Ken- 
na. He is a great friend of former May- 
or Van Wyck. 

The story of the organization of the 
Missouri Society here is an old one and 
has been told before, but it isn’t a bad 
one. It grew out of one of the numer- 
ous defeats of Col. Bryan, the one which 
happened in 1900. Several Missourians, 
who remained loyal to the party, were 
seated in Gov. Stone’s room when Gov.

“Why «con’t you boys organize a Mis- 
souri Sopiety here, like those exiles from 
other states?’’

Insurance Commissioner Vandiver re- 
fused the licenses, but the companies 
were allowed to continue accepting busi- 
ness in Missouri during the pendency of 
the suits. If the decision of the Supreme 
Court is sustained by the Federal Su- 
preme Court, all three companies will 
have to reduce the salaries of their pres- 
idents or withdraw frem the State. It 
is expected that several years will be 
required to get a final adjudication of 
the case: 

Cost to Policy Holders. 

Former Judge Franklin Ferriss repre- 
sented the Prudential, Frank Hagerman 
of Kansas City the Metropolitan, and 
Judge Spencer of St. Louis the Equita- 
bie. They submitted figures intended 
to prove that in Hfe insurance compa- 
nies which paid their presidents $60,- 
000 or more a year, the cost to the indi- 
vidual policy holder was 19-100 of 1 per 
cent, against a cost of 51-100 per cent in 
corporations paying their presidents less 
than $50,000 annually. 3 

The Supreme Court in its decision re- 
fers to the abuses disclosed by the in- 
vestigation of insurance ‘companies in 
New York and to the large salaries 
which some officers of those corpora- 
tions were receiving. The Court held 


‘that the Legislature of Missouri might 


properly limit the salaries paid by in- 
Burance companies doing business in 
this State as a means of protecting pol- 
icy holders. The statute is declaréd to 
be constitutional and applicable to the 
three companies which opposed it.

The girls were to 
make a canvass of their friends, ach 
of whom would 4aake off one of the 
stamps and pay the amount indicated 
on the card beneath it for a “chance 
to get merchandise free from any 
store in St. Louis.’’ 

Fifty of the 200 members were marked 
“free’’ and the remained called for an 
expenditure of from 2 to 60° cents. 
This money was to be paid to the 
young women canvassers who were to 
turn it over to Chevalier. He was to 
pay them a commission. : 

If a person drew a number between 
1 and 25 he must pay 2 cents for his 
“chance” to get a certain amount of 
goods free. The value of the goods to 
be thus obtained ranged from $2 to $8. 

Girl Turns in #13. 

Miss Glaessner, who lives at 5628 
Roosevelt place, told the police that 
she turned in $13 to Chevalier and that 
other girls turned in smaller amounts. 

Thursday afternoon, when the girls 
went to the hotel, Chevalier, they say, 
told them that an inspector from Chi- 
cago was coming to look over the cards. 
He collected all of the cards from the 
young women, saying that he wotld re- 
turn them the next morning. 

Vhen they returned to the hotel, the 
rooms formerly occupied by Chevalier 
were vacant and he had left no address 
to which mail was to be forwarded to 
him. 

The young women describe Chevalier 
being 35 years old, thin and dark- 
haired. They say that he speaks very 
slowly. His woman companion was a4 
sl'ght blonde, who wore eyeglasses.

After the Rev. James D. Wilson of 
Kast Roxbury, Mass., ha@ accepted $6 
each from Special Policeman mrismer 
and from C. Graulich, a railroad man; 
for dues in the Ancient Egyptian Rite 
of Freemasonry, he and his father, Da- 


rius Wilson, a former minister, were 
arrested at the Planters Hotel yester- 
day. The police say they will apply for 
warrants against the two men Monday 
on a Charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses, 

The arrest was made after the de- 
tective and Graulich had been initiated 
into the order. The detective says the 
Rev. James D. Wilson told him that 
menibership in’ the Ancient Egyptian 
tite of Freemasonry would give recog- 
nition in all other Masonic orders. Mr, 
Wilson denies that he made any such 
staLement. 

Darius Wilson, who is 71 years old, 
is the founder and “grand master’ of 
the “Egyptian Rite of Freemasonry.” 
He gcame to St. Louis to attend the 
convention of the supreme council of the 
Royal Arcanum. The Rev. James D. 
Wilson, who is grand secretary of the 
order, came here from Chicago to meet 
his father. He organized the Isis lodge 
in Chicago. 

The Wilsons were preparing to organ- 
ize a lodge of Ancient Egyptian Free- 
masonry in St. Louis, and had engaged 
a hall in ‘the Masonic Building for 
June 1, -at which time 300 applicants 
were to have been initiated. 

Forty St. Louisans Join, 

About forty St. Louisans were ini- 
tiated at the hotel before the police 
arrested the grand officers of the or- 
der. The two men denounced their ar- 
rest as an outrage and stated that they 
would have no trouble in proving their 
innocence, 

They rely upon a clause in the appli- 
cation for membership to free them of 
the charge made by the police. Detec- 
tive Chrismer and Mr. Graulich both 
signed this application, which contzins 
this statement: 

“I make this application with a FULL 
KNOWLEDGE that the lodge’ herein 
named or referred to is NOT‘'A PART 
nor in any way connected with and 
gives me no privileges in the lodges of 
the kind of Masonry practiced under 
the grand lodges of the different states 
and generally known as Grand Lodges 
of Free and Accepted or Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons.”’ 

“IT READ AND UNDERSTOOD ALL 
THE FOREGOING before signing this 
application.”’ 

The arrest was ordered by Police 
Capt. Young of the Central District. 
Mr. Graulich received a letter from 
Darius Wilson a few days ago stating 
that he would be here during the con- 
vention of the Royal Arcanum and 
would do some Masonic work at the 
Pianters Hotel. Graulich showed the 
letter to Capt. Young, and was instruct- 
ed to make an investigation before 
joining. 

Took Blood-Curdling Oath. 

Graulich went to the hotel yesterday 
with Detective Curismer and_ both 
made application for membership 
in the order. They were initiated in 
the hotel and as soon as the ceremo- 
nies were over the detective took the 
two Wilsons to the Four Courts. 

Qarius Wilson, a tall. stately man, 
wore a silk hat and frock coat. His son 
is 33 years old and is a physician as 
well as a ninister. He says he is de- 
voting all his attention to organizing 
lodges. 

Chrismer and Graulich said they were 
required to take a blood-curdling oath 
that they would never reveal the se- 
crets of the order. 

The*Wilsons Sent word of their arrest 
to their friends who are attending the 
Arcanum and requested them to find a 
bondsman. They were lodged in the 
holdover.

‘“‘Because no man knoweth his sepul- 
chre.” 

The place where Crazy Snake, alias 
Chitto Harjo, alias Farmer Bill*Jones, 
lies buried, dead or alive, is a mystery 


of the mountains. Everybody down here 
knows that Crazy Snake ts buried some- 
where—dead or alive... Those who are 
like Solomon in wisdom are strongly of 
the opinion that his grave is supplied 
with food and drink, not. necessarily 
water, at frequent intervals.

A fresh 
barrel wes always on tap and rich men, 
poor men, idlers, strangers or natives 
were welcome to turn the faucet and 
drink little or much. 

As a lure for men to come and drink 
and as an enticement for them to linger 
iong and drink more, the. room where 
free beer flowed had easy chairs and 
settees and a long table with the latest 
newspapers and magazines. Two white 
men and a negro in white uniform kept 
the beer mugs clean and tapped a fresh 
keg when the one in. the icebox ran 
dry. In the whole year there was never 
a drouth, never a lack of beer. 


Calls Public Spincless, 

After a year of this free dispensation 
of beer, Mr. Fuller closed his personal 
liberty hall and now the town of Glas- 
gow, that has fairly wallowed in beer 
without cost, is parched and dry. 

“rl must admit that my experiment 
was somewhat of a fallure,”’ the million- 
aire banker sald today. “I fancied I 
could educate the people to a spirit of 
resentment against the laws that were 
depriving them of their liberties to eat 
and drink what they chose. But I found 
that they did not care.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—With appro- 


priations quadrupled while the popula- 
tion of the United States has doubled, 
and with a deficit for this fiscal vear 
of $98,000,000, the necessity for economy 
is so urgent that the President and 
Congress are devoting much thought 
to a method of reduction ef expendi- 
tures. 

President Taft asked the secretaries 
of war and the navy to reduce their 
estimates for 1911 by $10,000,000 each and 
lias instructed all the other Cabinet 
members te submit economical  esti- 
mates. Secretary Meyer of the Navy 
anneunced today that he had succeeded 
in reducing his figures within the 
amount asked by Mr. Taft. Secretary 
Dickinson of the War Department is 
en route home from Panama and will 
not arrive until Tuesday. 

The reduction in the Navy Depart- 
ment will not affect the battleship pro- 
gram. Two dreadnaughts will be asked 
for by the Secretary, a repair ship and 
five torpedo boat destroyers. Subma- 
rines and torpedo boats will be omitted. 
The cut has been made in small,sums 
in practically all the ramifications of 
the navy. 

Figures prepared for the Senate Com- 
mittee show that the population of the 
country grew in the 35 years since 1875 
from 44,500,000 to about 89,000,000 in 1909, 
practically doubling. 

The maintenance of the Government 
in 1875, including an appropriation to 
make up the deficiency in the Postof- 
fice Department, cost $273,620,139. For 
the fiscal year 1909-1910 the cost of the 
Government will be  $1,044,000,000, or 
about four times the amount necessary 
$5 years ago. 


CANNON TERMS 
BOOSEVELT HOM 
DEA “PURE ROT" 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The city 
planning conference, which has been in 
session here, was brought to a close 
by a banquet tonight. Speaker Cannon 
responded to the toast, “‘Legislation and 
City Planning.”’ 

“Pure rot,” was the way he charac- 
terized Former President Roosevelt's 
Home Commission report. During his 
address, which sparkled with wit and 
humor, the Speaker by way of contrast 
pictured in glowing terms the wonderful 
results to be achieved by the advocates 
of better city homes for working classes 
and then in picturesque language 
launched into a defense of the “country 
people’ who, he suggested, were get- 
ting along very well in these times and 
were in no wise suffering drudgery 
through their mode of living.

This is the sort that 
the people flee from. 

The dumb type is the more danger- 
ovs from the fact that so few people 
recognize it as hydrophobia. The in- 
fected dog becomes partially paralyzed, 
his hind quarters drceop, he is listless 
first and irritable afterward. He is so 
benumbed by coming paralysis that he 
does not show the better-known symp- 
‘oms of the violent type. His jaws set 
sv that he cannot snap them. and al- 
though he has the peculiar constriction 
of the throat and the nervous dread of 
water common in all cases of hydro- 
phobia, whether in man or beast, he 
dees not show it so violently. There- 
fore he is more to be dreaded than 
his more easily distinguished fellow, the 
violent dog. 

Hydrophobia is said by doctors and 
veterinarians to be much more common 
in the city than is commonly known. 
The Pasteur Institute in St. Louis has 
treated 250 cases in the past year and 
a half, 50 or more of which occurred in 
St. Lottis. But this does not represent 
nearly all of the cases which have 
been treated without the Pasteur se- 
rum. Deaths from hydrophobia are not 
always reported on the death certifi- 
cates as having been caused by such. 
One physician says he knows of one 
case that was reported to the Board 
of Health as diphtheria. 


Mortality Overestimated. 

The records of the Pasteur Institute 
show that the mortality from the disease 
is not as high as is generally believed. 
It is recorded that not more than lb 
per cent of those bitten by supposedly 
mad dogs contract hydrophobia. This 
is due to several causes. Bites from 
mad wolves, which are occasionally re- 
ported, are fatal in from 40 to & per 
cent. The percentage of cases where 
persons bitten in the legs have con- 
tracted hydrophobia is small. This is 
due to the fact that the teeth of the 
dog in passing through the clothing are 
cleaned of the virus and the saliva does 
not get into the wound. 

The percentage of bites on the hands 
which result in inoculation is about 50. 

About 80 per cent of those who are 
bitten on the face develope true satee>i 
of hydrophobia. 

The serum is obtained by Paleo: 
the virus from the brain of a mad dog. 
This is injected into rabbits, which die 
in about 17 days. By subsequent inocu- 
lations in other rabbits the serum be- 
comes more quickly fatal to the rab- 
bits so that they do not live more 
than seven days, but in retrogressive 
ratio it becomes less harmful to human 
beings and produces the same immunity 
from hydrophobia when injected as vac- 
cine does from smalipox. 

The average physician sees few cases 
of hydrophobia in the course of his 
practice, but all recognize the implaca- 
bility of the disease when it has run 
its course of incubation. The death 
sentence of the Victim is proneunced 
with the first symptom. There is no 
salvation. 

Physicians who are familiar with 
hycrophobia, say, however, that the s0o- 
called “dog days” of the hot months 
are a myth, and that it is a cruelty 
to muzzle dogs in August, that more 
cases of hydrophobia occur in the fall 
and winter than in the summer. The 
proper precaution is to shun strange 
dogs and to be watchful of pet dogs.

BOSTON, Mass., May 22—With a 
warning to the shoe manufacturers of 
the United States that they are face 
to face with a great crisis imperiling 
their existence, W. L. Douglas prophe- 
sies that unless they compel the pres- 
ent Congress to put hides and leather 
on the free list, the Beef Trust mag- 
nates will have a monopoly of the shoe 


manufacturing business in less than ten 
years. 

Nothing save free hides and leather, 
in Mr. Douglas’ opinion, can foresta:! 
this. ‘He has put his views into a sma!! 
circular and hag mailed copies of it to 
every shoe manufacturer and member of 
Congress, 

Here are a few extracts: 

“Under present conditions, that is 
with present duties on hides and leath- 
er, it does not take a prophet to fore- 
tell in a general way what will happen. 
The logic of tariff events already has 
proceeded far enough to indicate clear- 
ly the goal toward which we are rap- 
idly traveling. This is no less than a 
gigantic trust controlling the beef pack- 
ing, leather and tanning and shoe man- 
ufacturing industries of this country. 

Trust Is Inevitable. 

“This trust of cgurse will be built 
around the present beef trust. 

“Such a trust is inevitable, provid- 
ing the present duty of 15 per cent re- 
mains on hides. The advantage given 
by the duty to the beef trust, as the 
original owners of hides, is so great 
that competition with it will be hope- 
less as soon as it can establish itself 
in the leather tanning and shoe manu- 
facturing industries. 

“Under the monopolistic influence of 
tariff on hides, the beef packers’ trust 
has already made great headway. It 
now controls directly about 55 per cent 
of hides of this country.”’

Cut in Appropriation Will Not 
Affect Navy Department's. 


Plans.

Raps Private Pension Bills. 


The iniquitous system known as the 
protective tariff, under which has grown 
up a policy of extortion, was the basis 
of a speech by Mr. McLauren. It was 
the first tariff speech of the day, and 
the Senate, fresh from a night’ rest, 
gave exceptional attention to most of 
the Mississippi Senator’s utterances, al- 
though he dealt witn elementary condi- 
tions, 

The Constitution gives authority for 
customs duties for revenue purposes 
only was contended by Mr. McLauren. 
He favored strict economy in the ex- 
penditures of the Government, declar- 
ing the United States should throw off 
the burden of the Philippine Islands 
“and thus save the $100,000,000 of mili- 
tary expenditures.”’ 

He disapproved the passage of private 
pension bills on the ground that all ex- 
soldiers should be placed on an equal 
basis by being required to depend upon 
pension law to determine their rights to 
the bounty of the Government. The 
private soldier, he insisted, should share 
equally with the officer of the Civil 
War in adjudicating his claim for a 
pension, because the privates had born 
the brunt of the hardships of the war 
and should not be discriminated 
against... 

Advocating an income tax to raise 
revenue of $70,000,000 and put a tax 
upon immigrants to raise $20,000,000, 
Mr. McLauren said such a course would 
permit the removal of the duties now 
levied upon carpenters’ and blacksmiths’ 
tools, typewriters, printing presses and 
bagging and ties used by the cotton 
planters of the South. He spoke against 
allowing any differential duty on re- 
fined sugar, arguing that it only en- 
riched the already opulent sugar ba- 
rons.

Suit Started by Friends, 

Attorney Beattie said that he knew 
little of. the details of the case and that 
friends of LaPearl had gone to him 
with a request that he bring the suit. 

“The cas@é came to me yesterday,” he 
said. ‘‘Who LaPearl’s friends are I can- 
not say, for that is sub rosa.’’ 

Attorney Beattie said that La Pearl's 
friends had attempted to bring about a 
settlement between him and Honore 
but that the latter had refused to 
compromise. 

‘“‘Honore defied them,’’ Attorney Beat- 
tie said. ‘‘When La Pearl's friends came 
to him with offers to settle he told 
them to do what they pleased, that he 
would make no settlement. Finally they 
came to me and instructed me to bring 
the suit. I filed it today for I had been 
told that he is going to leave Chicago 
for awhile and I wanted to get service 
on him.” 

Acquainted for Years. 

The acquaintance of Honore and Mrs. 
La Pearl had extended over two or 
three years Mr. Beattie said. 

Inquiries at the office’ and home of 
Mr. Honore elicited the information 
that he was absent. Attorney Beattie 
said that he did not know the sani- 
tarium at which his client was resting. 

Judge Lockwood Honore, when told 
of the sult against his brother, said: ‘I 
know nothing of the cage.” 

_ Attorney Beattie said that he under- 
stood that his client was ‘“‘in the clir- 
cus advertising business.”’ 

Mr. Honore’s name was  connectec 
with another suit of a sensational char- 
acter in 1906, when Miss Virginia Row- 
den brought action against him for $50,- 
000 damages, alleging breach of prom- 
ise. The records of the Superior Court 
do not show that this suit has ever 
been disposed of. It has been called for 
trial three times. but on each occa- 
sion it has been passed by st{pulation. 

At that time counsel for Miss Rewden 
stated his client was 32 years old and 
lived at 3000 South Park avenue. 

The attorney, M. lL Thackaberry, then 
stated that his client charged that Mr. 
Honore furnished a South Side fiat, 
paid the rent and purchased the gre- 
ceries.

SETH W. COBB, 


FORMER MEMBER 
OF CONGRESS, DIES 


Suffered a Paralytic Stroke a 
Year Ago, but End Was 
Not Expected. 





WORLD’S FAIR WORKER 

Was One of the Men Who Got 

the $5,000,000 Government 
Appropriation. 








Cobb, former Congressman, 
president of the original Merchants’ 
Bridge Co., and one of the leading 
workers in obtaining the Government's 
$5,000,000 appropriation for the World's 
Fair, died at 7 o’clock last night at his 
home, 4444 Westminster place. 

Mr. Cobb suffered a paralytic stroke 
a year ago, and had for a month past 
been confined to his bed, suffering from 
general debility. His death was not un- 
expected. Mrs. Cobb and their only 
child, Miss Josephine Cobb, were at nis 
bedside. | 

Funeral arrangements probably wiil 
be determined today. 

He Was 70 Years Old, 

Mr. Cobb was 70 years and 6 months 
old, and was a native of Southampton 
County, Virginia. When 23 years old 
he enlisted in the Army of Northern 
Virginia, and served the Confederacy 
for four years, being mustered out 
with the rank of major of artillery. 

After the close of the war he worked 
as a clerk in a clothing store in Peters- 
burg, Va., and later, with Gov. Cam- 
eron of Virginia, he worked on ihe 
Petersburg Index. : 

Coming to St. Louis in 1867, he be- 
came first a bookkeeper, then a grain 
trader, then a life insurance represen- 
tative. The last named work took him 
to Texas, and he returned to St. Louis 
in 1870 and re-entered the grain busi- 
ness. 

The firm of S. W. Cobb, formed at 
that time, became in 1901 Cobb & Gard- 
ner. In 1886 Mr. Cobb was president of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. In the same 
year he took an active part in obtain- 
ing the charter of the Merchants’ 
Bridge, and became president of the 
bridge company. He remained at the 
bead of the company until after the 
completion of the bridge. 

Sent to Congress in 1890. 

In 1890 Mr. Cobb was first elected 
to Congress from the Twelfth Missouri 
District. The Democrats renominated 
him in '92 and in '94, and he was re- 
elected both times. He was chairman 
of the committee on railways and 
canals, and was at one time a member 
of the Ways and Means Committee, be- 
ing a Cleveland Democrat. 

He withdrew from politics 1 1896, and 

devoted himself to his 1 He 
took an active part in the organization 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Co., and in the campaign for favorable 
legislation in Congress. He was one of 
the vice-presidents of the exposition 
corporation. 
Mr. Cobb was a Catholic, and a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis and Country Clubs. 
With other St. Louis business men, he 
formed the St. Francis Literary, Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Club, of which he was 
president. He was an ardent. fisher- 
man, and went every season to the 
club's quarters in Southeast Missouri.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 22.—R. r. | 
Crane of the Crane Company, Chicago, 
has written a letter to the members of 
the Legislature regarding the University 
of Illinois. In it he admits that he has 
made “strong statements.” The wuni- 
versity authorities probably will agree 
with him. 

He gives it as an expression of his 
candid opinion that the State would be 
better off if it applied the torch to the 
university and to all institutions in the 
“higher institution business’’ which are 
being dided or supported by State funds. 

President James of the univers#ty, 
when he was endeavoring to obtain in- 
creased appropriations from the Legisla- 
ture for university purposes wrote to a 
number of prominent and influential 
men asking them to write to the legis- 
lators urging liberal treatment of the 
State institutions. 


Asked for Letter and Got One. 


A letter was sent to Mr. Crane, who 
has replied by advising the legislators 
that in his judgment, the university is 
useless. The letter which Mr. James 
drew from Mr. Crane by requesting him 
to help out in the campaign for in- 
creased funds is in part as follows: 

“T am in receipt of a communication 
from President James of the University 
of Illinois, asking that I write letters 
to various officials of the State and 
members of the Legislature urging them 
to make a large appropriation for this 
institution, and doubtless a _. similar 
communication has been sent to a large 
number of persons. 

“T am just finishing a series of pub- 
lished articles showing the results of 
an investigation of all branches taught 
in the engineering departments of 





schools of the country and this includes 
the department of the University of I- 
linois. The department of engineering 
has shown me no better results than I 
found coming from the Agricultural 
School. 


Better Burn Buildings. 

“I consider the evidence I have ob- 
tained the strongest that possibly could 
be. I think it will be conceded gen- 
erally that when the State appropriates 
money for any object the advantages 
to be gained thereby should be beyond 
question. It will be seen from the facts 
I am able to present that the University 
of Illinois has not the merit necessary 
to warrant its support by the publie. _ 

“Instead of appropriating funds for 
such institutions it would be a good deal 
better for the State to put a torch to 
them and burn them down, togo out of 
the ‘higher education’ business, and per- 
mit the boys to go back to their homes 
and assist in supporting their families, 
instead of causing them a heavy ex- 
pense.”’

PARIS, May 22.—Under the rigid disci- 
pline of French police methods, M. 
Dwight Fortner of St. Louis, under ar- 
rest here on a charge of forgery, is al- 
most as far remeved from contact with 
the outside world as if he were in Si- 
beria. 

Repeated efforts of the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, through the 
of the American Embassy, to see Fort- 


ner have been unsuccessful. No one 
except his counsel will be allowed to 
talk to him until he is placed in the 
custody of a detective who is expected 
from St. Louis to take charge of him. 

It is known, however, that Fortner 
will not plead guilty. When arrested, 
he said to a friend: 

“Iam not guilty of forgery. Jt is true 
I owe money in St. Louis, but this is 
due to unfortunate business enterprises. 
I came to Europe hoping to make 
enough money to repay what I owe.” 
This statement Fortner repeated yester- 
day. 

To the public prosecutor he said: 

“I will not fight against extradition, 
but I will wait until I reach St. Louis 
to prove my innocence.” 


Lived Like a Millionatre. 


Fortner has been living here like a 
millionaire, spending money right and 
left and cutting a wide swath in the 
Paris tenderloin. He lived in the best 
hotels or in fine apartments, always un- 
der the name of Wells. He announced 
that he expected to enter the mining 
business here, selling stocks. 

His capture was effected by the 
shrewdness of Detective Leoni of the 
Paris police. The Pinkertons, after 
tracing Fortner from 8t. Louis to St. 
Nazaire, via Colon, lost the trail. Leoni 
discovered Fortner at the Regina Ho- 
tel in Paris. He watched him night 
and day, waiting for the arrival of pa. 
pers to authorize an arrest, although 
during Leont's vigil Fortner moved three 
times and took many automobile trips, 
once being away four days. But all this 
time either Leoni or an agent was close 
at hand. Fortner was completely sur- 
prised when arrested, but he quickly ad- 
mitted his identity and said he would 
be glad to return to-the United States.

Architect Declares Elimination 
of Feature Will Mar City 
Structures. 


The beauty of the group of municipal 
buildings: will be seriously marred by 
the elimination of the tower on the 
new Municipal Courts BSBuilding, to be 
erected just west of the City Hall, ac- 
cording to Architect Isaac S. Taylor. 

To save $70,000, the Board ef Public 
Improvements has decided te sacrifice 
the tower. Mr. Taylor, who was di- 
rector of works of the World’s Fair, 
says the tower is absolutely necessary 
to maintain the symmetry and dignity 
of the group of municipal buildings. 

Mr. Taylor had charge of all the 
architectural features of the World’s 
Fair, but he had planned to make the 
new Municipal Courts Building his 
masterpiece. 

Members of the board were in a 
deadlock for three days on the 
proposition to erect a  towerless 
building. Three commissioners ad- 
vocated the expenditure in the inter- 
est both of utility and embellish- 
ment. The other three opposed the 
inclusion of the tower in the plans, 
They held that the Board ought to 
economize as much as possible, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
cost of the building, even without 
the tower, would exceed by $500,000 
the sum available. 

President Reber finally suggested 
that Mayor Kreismann ought to be 
consulted and allowed to determine 
whether the tower should be built. 
When the situation was made clear 
to him. Mayor Kreismann broke the 
tie by voting against the tower. 

Foundation Provided, 

As the sessions were all execu- 
tive, it is not known which of the 
commissioners favored and which op- 
posed the tower. 

Ordinances authorizing contracts 
aggregating the amount of funds now 
on hand—$1,025,000—are now being 
prepared by President Reber. They 
will be submitted to the Municipal 
Assembly within the next 10 days. 

So that the tower may be added to 
the municipal buildings later, if the 
city has the money, the plans ap- 
proved by the Board provide for its 
foundations and some steel frame- 
work. 

The tower as planned was to rise 
above the foundation to a height of 185 
feet 9 inches. It was to be about 30 feet 
square, with a stairway leading to the 
top. Mr. Taylor had planned for six 
rooms in the tower, each % feet square, 
to be used for storing municipal records 
or for offices. 

“I have no disposition to criticise the 
city officials for deciding to. eliminate 
the tower,’ said Mr. Taylor to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I have tried to be 
economical with the ¢ity’s money in 
making the plans for the building, but 
I think it will be a greet mistake to 
leave off the tower to save $70,000 on a 
building that will cost more than a 
million. 

“There is a tower on the City Hall 
and there ought to be one on the new 
building to maintain the symmetry. of 
the group. A tower of some kind is ab- 
solutely necessary on a low building 
covering nearly two blocks. 

“The new building will be about four 
stories ‘high and the front elevation will 
be 231 feet long. A tewer on the bulld- 
ing would be a thing of beauty and of 
great interest to visitors. As the build- 
ing is near Union Station visitors could 
climb to the top of the tower and get

Three “Weary Westons walked into 
St. Louis yesterday noon with all their 
Westonian ambition wilted to a frazzled 
droop. They made the trek from Jef- 
ferson City, where they had been clerks 
in the Legislature, 140 miles by the old 
State Stage road, in a trifle less than 
five days. 

Immediately after the Legislature ad- 
journed last Monday, Herbert Droste, 


Harry Weil and Carl Bock, with good 


State money in their pockets and good 
stout sticks in their hands, set out at 
12:40 p. m. for home. It was 11:45 4. 
m. yesterday when they reached Man- 
chester and Grand avenues, where each 
boarded a car for his home. 

Droste lives at 1826 North Jefferson 
avenue, Weil at 919 Morrison avenué, 
and Bock at 2905 Allen avenue. 

The young men enjoyed the street car 
ride more than any other part of their 
journey. 

Walked to Stop “Pass” Gossip. 

‘We had money enough to get home 
on and did not have to foot it,” Weil 
said yesterday afternoon, ‘‘but they had 
been talking so”“much about our not 
doing anything, and raising so much 
racket about our having railroad passes, 
that we thought we would show them. 

“Take it from me, it’s no cinch to 
walk 140 miles in five days, especially 
when you are not use@ te walking and 
are in no wise a Marathon champion; 
and if the critics who talked so much 
about the clerks doing nothing and get- 
ting fat had seen us streaking down 
these Missouri roads, they would never 
say that we could not work.”’ 

The clerks shipped all their belongings 
to St. Louis on the train and set out 
from Jefferson City unhampered by lug- 
gage just as soon as they could eat 
lunch after the House adjourned Mon- 
day. Each man had on new shoes’ when 
he left the capital, and their footgear 
was entirely worn out when the reached 
St. “Louis yesterday. 

Follows Old Stage Road. 

The walkers took the wagen road 
commonly known as the Old Stage road, 
the overland route used in the early 
days when all traffic west of St. Louls 
was by wagon. This road is considera- 
bly longer than the railway and the 
clerks estimate the distance at about 
one hundred and forty miles.

‘Missouri from Jefferson City to St. 
louis is the most inhospitable country 
I ever had to do with,’’ Weil told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter.

We were well supplied with money and 
offered to pay whatever they wanted, 
but at that we were turned down scores 
of times.

fair. As to the Modjeska estimate, 
he said that there was no doubt a 
bridge could be built across’. the 
Mississipi at the amount’ estimated 
by Modjeska, and even considerably 
less. 


Mr. Madjeska, he said, did not base 
estimate upon any such plan as has 
since beén decided upon, nor had the 
War Department at that time ruled 
that the three spans must cover a 
stretch of 2000, instead of 1500 feet, 
the theoretical line between high and 
low water. This difference in the 
length of the span, the Mayor point- 
ed out, made a tremendous difference 
in the cost of the constructi®n, which 
increased in an expanding ratio for 
every foot of span additional. 

As to whether it would be advis- 
able to submit the estimate of Bol- 
ler and Hodge to Mr. Modjeska and 
other bridge experts for revision, Mr. 
Kreismann did not séem to care to 
express himself. He seemed a little 
doubtful of the ethics of such a 
course, but said it could be done if 
the city wanted such a revision bad- 
ly enough to want to pay for it. But, 
from what he had tearned about 
bridges, he did not seem te think it 
at all necessary, as he had looked in- 
to the matter himself, and was con- 
vinced that the Boller and Hodge 
estimate was a close one. 

As te the ability ef the city to pro- 
ceed on any plan at all, His Honor said 
that there was no room for question. 
They could go ahead and authorize the 
construction of a bridge of part capaci- 
ty, that is, with the entire structure com- 
plete as to spans, but with only the 
highway approaches continued to the 
ground, and such a bridge would com- 
ply with the terms of the ordinance. To 
complete it to this stage would take 
in round numbers $4,000,000 and the ex- 
cess of this ever the proceeds of the 
bond issue could either be covered by 
@ new bond issue, or by appropriation 
from the general revenue, at an increase 
in the tax rate of about 5 cents for a 
year. If a bond issue were decided upon 
te make up this $500,000 difference, he 
said it could remain in abeyance until 
the next general election, a year from 
next fall, as the $3,500,000 would easily 
carry the job along for that length of 
time.

ON AN INACTIVE MARKET 
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| Situation Seems to Be That Real Investors Are 


Not Appearing or 
Unwilling to Sell 


Actual Holders Are 
at Present Level. 





(Copyrighted by New York Evening Post.) 

NEW YORK, May 22.—The Evening 
Post in its financial review today says: 

No change of great importance oc- 
curred in prices on the stock exchange 


today, and the market was on the whole” 


inactive. Three or four stocks—the ‘‘Hill 
Group” and the copper shares especial- 


ly—moved up a point or thereabouts in| 


@ desultory way; elsewhere the changes 
were only fractior al. 


The market ended pretty generally, 
however, on a somewhat higher level. 
| Foreign exchange held very firm, but 
@ fTise in sterling at Paris may have 
Some effect in making gold exports 
from here to the Continent less profit- 
able. Announcement of a $30,000,000 
bond issue of a packing house concern, 
with which such financing is a new 
experiment, was interesting, chiefly be- 
cause of the rather prevalent wonder 
that more of an effort has not been 
made by corporations to take advantage 
of the favorable bond market. 

Lonns Shifted to London. 

The process of shifting loans to Lon- 
don, which was plainly in evidence last 
week, was a distinct factor in the bank 
Statement again today. The loan reduc- 
t:on reported by the banks and trust 
ecmpanies aggregated $10,581,000, taking 
the actual figures of the bank return as 
a bisis of reckoning. 

The $7,000,000 contraction reported by 
the banks made possible $1,423,800 addi- 
tion to surplus, thus enlarging that item 
to $22,000,000, which is a_ respectable 
showing for this period of the year. 
This was made possible, too, in spite 
of the fact that the withdrawal of $7,- 
000,000 gold for the week more than off- 
Bet the heavy inflow of cash from the 
interior, so that the banks show an 
actual decrease of $188,000 cash for the 
week. 

In a general way it seems to be the 
judgment of observant Wall street peo- 
ple that the present stock market is one 
in which, while the real investing pub- 
lic is not buying, it wil. not sell. Such a 
condition of things would at all events, 
make possible the somewhat singular 
movement of prices of the past few 
weeks. 

Capitalists Can Boost Prices, 

Caplitalisis of the speculating sort, 
with ready access to the money mar- 
ket, can at any time jack up the price 
of stocks by simple force of accumula- 
tion on the basis of borrowed money. 
Their operations will affect prices on 
the Stock Exchange much as Patten’s 
buying a few months ago affected the 
price of wheat. 

In the stock market experiment there 
are two considerations which even the 
largest capitalist has to keep in view. 
One is the possibility that the money 
market will tarn unfavorably andi —_- 
vent the continued use of credit on tie 
contemplated scale. The other is the 
chance that real holders of the stocks 
in question will unload on the shoul- 
ders of the Wall street buyers. The 
public may do this because it {s anxious 
to turn its investments into cash, of 
which it stands in need, or because it 
believes that the prices reached are un- 
‘Warrantably high. 

It has been evident during many 
months that the first of these motives 
~a motive rather frequently associated 
with an after-panic year—does not exist 
at the present time. That the second 


motive is not as yet governing the ac-, 


tions of the investing public generally 
might readily enough be inferred from 
_the extraordinary movement in such 
stocks as United States Steel, 
Depends on Interest Rates. 

A solution of this sort may or may 
not continue; that is a matter of. con- 
jecture. It suggests some curious in- 
quiry, however, as to what the result 
should be in the fmagined case that it 
Were to go on indefinitely. So long 
as the money market is ready to pro- 
vide, at very low interest rates, all the 
Capital that is asked for, and so long 
as actual holders of stocks will not 
sell at the highest bid, it might be 
imagined that no obstacle exists to a 
continuous and uninterrupted pushing 
up of prices. 

Gane hears the question asked, why, 
wader such conditions, should not the 
powerful capitalists, who have already 
tied up stocks so substantially, keep 
on raising their bids until a level 10, 
2% or 60 points above the present range | *\4 
ef prices is achieved? The answer lies 
in a sufficiently well-known fact of 
all speculative markets, namely: that 
no operation of the sort has achieved 
or approached success until the buyers 
have been found. 

The professional ‘short interest’’ 
comes and goes; in the long run, it 
makes no difference with the holdings 
of large speculators. To venience 
safely, the real outside buyer mus@icome 
in on ap extensive scale, and that is 
precisely What as yet he is not doing.

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JOUTLOOK FOR THE 


WHEAT CROP GOUD 


Rains Help Fall-Sown Plant and 
Prospects in Southwest Are 
Steadily Improving. 


The familiar battle between the bull 


crop killers and the bear hopefuls is 
again on in the wheat pit. Reports from 
the fields were widely conflicting, and 
if one judges by them, any conceivable 
state of affairs might prevail. From th 
confusion of contradictory advices, how- 
ever, a generally hopeful note is creep- 
ing in and, though the attitude of the 
p't operators did not reflect it, expecta- 
tions are for good results, both in the 
spring and winter wheat belts. Rains 
have greatly helped the latter and the 
seeding of the former crop had been 
practically completed before the weath- 
er became slightly unfavorable. 
Cash Demand Slow, Tone Strong. 

While most points throughout’ the 
Southwest, Including the local market, 
reported a slow cash demand, the situ- 
ation regarding the actual wheat was 
sufficiently strong to deter any aggres- 
sive bear operations. The extremely 
high prices have materially curtailed the 
business in the sample market. Millers 
and other interests that require real 
wheat are believed to have enough 
stocked up to tide them over until the 
new crop begins to arrive. However, 
the very scant amount offered prevent24 
the slack demand from causing any de- 
preciation in values. Receipts in a!) 
positions were again unusually light and 
there were further large reductions in 
supplies. 

These factors caused a tone of prac- 
tical inactivity, but of marked nom- 
inal strength in the cash market, the 
high record marks being for the most 
part maintained. Toward the last cf 
the week No. 2 red wheat was quoted 
at $1.54 to $1.56, No. 3 red at around 
$1.52 to $1.54 and No. 4 red from $1.15 to 
$1.40. Hard wheat brought $1.33 to $1.40 
for No. 2, $1.30 to $1.33 for No. 3 and 
$1.10 to $1.25 for No. 4. Sales were few, 
but those made were at stubbornly 
high prices. 


The future market was very nervous 
and unsettled, with fluctuations broad 
and rapid. On the whole, the bulls had 
somewhat the best of it, being encour- 
aged, when crop reports became parti7- 
ularly hopeful, by the strong cash posi- 
tion and some decidedly bullish advices 
from abroad. Despite several reactions 
from gains made the first few days, the 
close was net 3c to 3%c higher for the 
week, 

Crop Prospects Are Good. 

There were further rains throughout 
the Southwest and sections of Kansas, 
where they were needed. It is believed 
that sufficient. moisture has been pro- 


vided to obviate drouth scares and in-f 


sure. a healthy growth of winter wheat 
for some time to come. Several sec- 
tions continue to send in complaints re- 
garding the condition and the  back- 
wardness of the growth, indicating that 
the troubles of the early spring have 
not yet been entirely overcome, but 
these advices are steadily becoming 
fewer and rapid improvement is expect- 
ed now that such favorable climatic 
conditions have Jeveloped 


The seeding of the spring wheat cron 
is practically completed. The sowing in 
some sections was rather late, but it 
has finally been accomplished under 
very favorable circumstances. Idea) 
weather prevailed during a greater part 
of the time given over to preliminary 
work on the new crop and a.- healthy 
start ef the considerably increased acre- 
age of spring wheat, both in our North- 
west and in Canada, is indicated. The 
rains came too late to interfere with 
farm work and are expected to help the 
ground. 

Foreign Factors Bullish. 

Foreign markets were generally in a 
strong position and their advancing 
tendency was one of the most important 
of the bull cards. The strength abroad 
was based mainly on the strong spot 
markets all over Europe; Germany and 
the Continent in general being a good 
buyer of cargoes; the still unusually 
light supplies in Europe, though a fair 
increase last week seems to _ indicate 
that the recent rapid reductions have 
been checked; reported serious drought 
and unfavorable advices in general from 
Southern Russia, radical damage re- 
rorts from Hungary and Germany, cor- 
tinued lack of rain in Argentine, where 
it is badly needed, and reduced exports 
from the latter country. In the main, 
foreign markets readily reflected our 
advances, and were slow to respond to 
occasional reactions on this side. 


Statistical news was not as radically 
bullish as it had been for some time. 
World’s shipments, swelled by increase 
of offerings from Russia and other coun- 
tries, were much larger, at 10,640,000 bu, 
than those of the previous week and last 
year. Wheat and flour on ocean pas- 
sage increased 3,000,000 bu and there was 
an increase of 1,380,000 bu in the supply 
of Europe. The domestic visible avail- 
able decreased 2,467,000 bu, now amount- 
ing to 24,160,000 bu, and the world’s avail- 
able decreased 5,681,000 bu. 


Futures, after some spirited and quite 
extended movements, closed firm, with 
all deliveries at a considerably higher 
range. Trading was light and mostly 
professional, but prices were quick to 
respond to moderate operations on either 
side. For the most part offerings in the 
pit were light and the genera] firm- 
ness was based largely on this factor. 

July wheat closed 3%c higher for the 
week at $1.13%@%, Sept. wheat 3%c 
higher at $1.08%4@% and Dec. wheat 3c 
higher at $1.07%. Practically no export 
demand for wheat was noted and the 
Northwest reported only’ moderate ac- 
tivity in flour. 

Practically no corn was offered from 
the country and there were very 
few acceptances of bids sent out by re- 
ceiving houses. Receipts everywhere 
were very small and the already light 
stocks were further largely depleted. 
These factors and the resulting steadi- 


‘ness in the cash market tended to off- 


set, in a speculative sense, the very 





a steady position. Cables on corn were 
generally firm. 

There was little life te the cash market 
on corn. Few sales were made, but the 
small and steadily decreasing amount 
avallable maintained prices at very high 
levels. Late in the week No, 2 mixed 
corn was selling at 74%c to Tic, No. 2 
yellow at 74%c to 754%c, and No. 2 white 
at jéc, with the No. 3 grade about %c 
under No. 2, 

Corn Futures Steady. 

Futures moved rather slowly and 
showed a steady undertone, except for 
a sharp early break in the distant op- 
tion, which was not recovered. July corn 
closed %@%c higher for the week at 
69%%c, Sept. corn %c higher at 66%4c and 
Dec. corn %c lower at 55%c. The do- 
mestic visible supply of corn decreased 
517,000 bu, and now amounts to 1,668,000 
bu, and the world’s available decreased 
731,000 bu. World’s shipments of corn 
showed a small decrease at 4,884,000 bu, 
but corn on ocean passage increased 2,- 
340,000 bu.

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POLICE POWER IS. 
ABSOLUTE ON 
STREET TRAFFIC 


Proposed City Ordinance 
Would Give Unlimited Dis- 
cretion on Motor Speed. 





Nething has created as much interest 
fm local motoring circles in a long time 
as the proposed ordinance to rvgalate 
street traffic which has been drawn up 
by the attorneys for the St. Louis Au- 
tomobile Club. This ordinance is now 
in the hands ef Mayor Kreismann and 
Chief of Police Creecy, both of whom 
are enthusiastic automobilists, and it 
is understoed that they are giving its 


provisions careful attention in order that 
absolute justice to all interests, includ- 
ing pedestrians, may be done by its pro- 
visions, when it becomes a law. 

The bill follows closely the traffic reg- 
ulations now in force in New York 
city, which are probably the most satis- 
factory and safest found in any city in 
the country. The attitude of the Auto- 
mobile Club of St. Louis in the matter is 
expressed by President Sam D. Capen. 

“Our club,’’ said Mr. Capen, ‘desires 
to have it fully understood that we do 
not admit to membership motorists whe 
are known to be reckless drivers and 
under no circumstances will the club or 
any of its officers countenance fast driv- 
ing or joy riding either by its members 
or by outsiders. In intreducing the vr- 
dinance which we have drawn, it is 
eur desire to see that the interests and 
safety of drivers of horse-drawn vehi- 
cles and of pedestrians are conserved 
80 we have submitted our bill to the 
principal city officials in the hope that 
they will point out any changes that 
in their judgment are needed. When 
this is done we will make the changes 
and then ask the Municipal Assembly to 
put it through in a hurry.” 

The proposed ordinance specifies that 
all slow-moving vehicles, as _ trucks, 
either horse-drawn or motor-driven, 
shall keep in close to the sidewalk, 
leaving the center of the street to motor 
cars and light rigs. It gives the police 
complete control of the streets and per- 
mits them to see that vehicles de not 
cut across corners at sharp angles, to 
the danger of pedestrians. It alse spe- 
cifies how all vehicles shall pass each 
other, and how they shall face when 
stopped. 

The matter of speed for automobiles 
is not specifically set eut in the bill, but 
this again is in consenance with the 
New York State speed law, which has 
just been passed.

Framed in this way un- 
limited power is placed in the hands of 
the police, as;they could under thair 
own discretion arrest a driver who was 
going at five miles an hour if in a 
crowded district where five miles would 
be a dangerous speed.

MO, LEGISLATURE 
AILED 10 PASS. 


AUTOMOBILE LAW} 


Of a Dozen Bills Introduced 
Only One Got as Far as 
the Senate. 





Motor car owners and dealers in, 
motor cars as well are congratulat- 
ing themselves on the fact that not 
one of the dozen or so Dills intro- 
duced in the Missouri Legislature was 
passed. These bills, aiming to regu- 
late speed and road rights of auto- 
mobiles, were poured into the Leg- 


lature in floods at the beginning of 
the session which closed Monday last. 

Few of them got further along in 
the calendar than reference to com- 
mitte, and only one of them, House 
bill 432, went from the House to the 
Senate. There the Senate tacked an 
amendment on it and sent it back to 
the House for concurrence and ada- 
journment came before it was 
reached. This was the bill which put 
a sliding scale of taxation on auto- 
moblies, according to horsepower, 
beginning with $2 for a 10-horse- 
power motor, and on up. In the Sen- 
ate the $2 fee was raised to $3 and 
that amendment ended the Dill. 

The Kansas City Automobile Club 
and the St. Louls Automobile Club co- 
operated insopposing the legislation, 
because it was, in the main, unrea- 
sonable and unjust. In this oppost- 
tlon they were joined by the manu- 
facturers and dealers, because one of 
the bills fixed an annual license of 
$50 on a dealer for each make of 
car handled by him. 

The motoring interests of the 
State will, therefore, rest in peace 
for two years more with a State 
speed regulation of 10 miles per 
hour and a perpetual license fee of 


$5 on each machine owned in the 
State. 


Motorcyclists on New Track. 

The Federation of American Motor- 
cyclists of America have postponed their 
annual national meet until the latter 
part of July or the first part of Au- 
Sust, awaiting the completion of the 
indianapolis track, which will be the 
greatest racing track in the United 
States, and it is hoped will compare 
very favorably with the famous Brook- 
lands track in England.

RICHMOND, Va., May 22.—Keen in- 
terest is felt throughout the South in 
the fate of the Rev. Dr. William Mor- 
rison and the Rev. William Sheppard, 
two American missionaries, whose trials 
open at Leopoldville, Congo Free State, 
on May 25, on charges of slandering 
officials of the Belgian Government 
and King Leopold's rubber monopoly. 
Special prayers will be offered in their 
behalf in all the Presbyterian churches 
in the South tomorrow. 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison, who is white, 
comes from Lexington, Va. Sheppard, 
a negro, comes from Waynesboro, Va. 
He was educated at Tuskegee. Fifteen 
years ago he and the Rev. Dr. Lapsley 
of Alabama, were sent to Africa as the 
first missionaries of the Southern For- 
eign Mission Board. They journeyed in- 
land a thousand miles, traveling all the 
way by foot, and, although knowing 
nothing of the people or their lan- 
guage, made converts by means of ob- 
ject lessons. The Rev. Dr. Lapsley died 
three months after his arrival in Afri- 
ca, and during the three years that fol- 
lowed Sheppard conducted the work 
alone, 

Dized by Queen Victoria. 

On the way home from his first visit, 
Sheppard was dined at Windsor Castle 
by Queen Victoria and was made a 
member of the Royal Geographical Se- 
ciety. 

The alleged slander was committed in 
England and America three years ago 
While the missionaries were on a lec- 
ture tour. The Rev. Dr. Morrison was 
the particular offender. He told graph- 
icaily of the torture to which natives 
of the Congo were subjected by offi- 
cials of King Leopold and showed many 
photographs of maimed women, chil- 
dren and men. 

Sheppard was more conservative in 
his statements. He lectured in the ball- 
room of the Warm Spring Hotel, and 
it was not until he had finished that 
he was aware that Baron Moncheur, 
the Belgian Minister, was among his 
auditors. 

Baron Moncheur was so impressed 
with the sincerity of the negro mission- 
ary that he asked for an introduction. 
Later they had an unofficial talk, last- 
ing several hours. The minister sent 
several presents to the missionary as 
tokens of friendship. 

The Rev. Dr. S. H. Chester of Nash- 
ville, secretary of the Seuthern Presby- 
terian Foreign Mission Board, has laid 
the matter before Secretary of State 
Knox. Mott Martin of Austin, Tex., 
a well-known missionary in the South, 
is hurrying to the defense of the mis- 
sionaries in the Congo. 

When the Rev. Dr. Morrison last 
visited this country he exposed to the 
world some of the frightful atrocities 
under King Leopold’s reign. More than 
40,000,000 subjects in the Congo Free 
State are said by him to have suffered 
in the exaction of tribute of rubber. He 
said the natives were in terror of the 
Zappo Zaps, the Bengalas and the Bata- 
lelas. The last two named were native 
troops and cannibals, officered by Bel- 
gians. They were taken as slaves, but 
being removed a thousand miles from 
their own people, were employed as 
slave raiders. 

Men Shot and Bodies Eaten. 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison told of an en- 
campment of 15,000 of these cannibals 
within three days’ march of where the 
missionaries were stationed. The na- 
tives were invited to visit the encamp- 
ment, then were shot down without 
mercy and their bodies eaten, he de- 
clared. 

Sheppard, who visited the encamp- 
ment, counted 81 human hands drying 
over a fire. The bodies had been eaten. 
Other bodies were lying outside the 
stockades and slaves had been taken. 

The perpetrators of this outrage, the 
missionaries said, escaped with light 
punishment,

Enormous Stocks Carried Here 
and St. Louis Capital Owns 
Timber Lands.

the world in’ the handling and distri- 
bution of lumber. In his report com- 
piled for the Merchants’ Exchange Year 
Book for 1908, John B. Kessler, secre- 
tary of the Lumber Dealers’ Association.

claim. He gives figures to prove that 
St. Louis is entitled to a larger space 


on the lumber map of the world, than 
any other city in this or any other 
country. 

Situated as it is, this city should 
nold this distinction for many years 
to come. With its position, geograph- 
ically, its nearness tv the standing tim- 
ber from which is manufactured lumber 
of every variety and kind, and the splen- 
did rail and river facilities at hand, 
the lumbermen should not find it a dif- 
ficult matter to keep their city in the 
front rank. 

The figures reported by Mr. Kessler 
show that the amount of St. Louis 
capital invested in timber and saw and 
planing mills is $101,738,491. Of this 
great sum, $7,397,600 represents the hard- 
wood investments, while the balance 
is confined to the yellow pine trade. 
In 1908 thé business suffered as a result 
of the panic, but notwithstanding the 
adverse conditions, the sales for the 
year totaled $19,477,750. The hardwood 
transactions represented $13,572,943 of the 
total. 

The stagnation in building operations 
which continued for a time, resulting 
from the flurry which began in Octo- 
ber, 1907, had the effect of curtailing 
the output at the mills and in the stor- 
age yards in this city. Much of the 
hardwood turned out by St. Louis cap- 
ital is used in this city in the manufac- 
ture of street railway cars, and therein 
lies another world’s record, as this city 
has long enjoyed the distinction of 
turning out more cars and better cars 
than any other. 


OWES SUPREMACY 
TO ITS LOCATION. 


The great lumber camps and saw 


mills must necessarily be located in the 
forests where Mother Earth supplies the 
and for this reason, pro- 


bably, the extensive lumber interests 
held by St. Louisans is neither gener- 
ally known nor fully appreciated. The 
fact remains, however, that there are 
more than $100,000,000 of St. Louis money 
engaged in the business of operating 
these great camps and mills, which ev- 
ery year send billions of feet of all 
kinds and grades of lumber to the St. 
Louis and other markets. 

The stupendous lumber-creating oper- 

ations of the St. Louis lumber magnates 
may have had a share in bringing about 
the convention of governors called by 
Former President Roosevelt, to take 
steps looking to the protection of the 
forests. No other city at that time 
was doing quite as much to supply the 
world with lumber, as was St. Louls. 
The amount of money circulated 
through the St. Louis banks directly 
and indirectly connected with this in- 
lustry, would indeed be difficult to 
compute, or even estimate. The ma- 
chinery and supplies sent to these camps 
nd mills run to large figures and the 
item of transportation, owing to the 
volume of thé trade, must mean an 
immense expenditure. 
The principal offices of these great 
eoncerns are in St. Louis and here ig 
where most of the machinery and sup- 
Piles are purchased. Aside from the 
trade of cutting and preparing the lum- 
bef for market, in which so many mil- 
lions of St. Louis money is invested, 
there are the concordant interests, such 
as the box factories, planing mills, sash 
and door factories, coffin factories and 
cooperage works which represent an 
additional investment of an amount va- 
riously estimated from fifteen to twenty 
millions. Some of these industries are 
also interested in the timber lands and 
sawmills, which supply the raw ma- 
terial, 


raw material, 


FIRST LUMBER 
CAME FROM PITTSBURG. 


St. Louls became a lumber market as 
ea'y as 1810. The first timber shipped to 
this city arrived in that year from the 
Allegheny regions of Pennsylvania. A 
year or so later some crude lumber was 
floated down the Missouri and Missis- 
Sippi from the Gasconade River points. 
In those days jt was the fashion for 
the man who wanted lumber to cut 
down whatever trees he wanted and 
then busy himself with an ax chopping 
Out his own boards. This was a slew, 
laborious and unsatisfactory method of 
Supplying the lumber trade, and the 
Pioneers rejoiced when the sawmill) ar- 
rived. 

The first mills were cumbersome and 
limited as to capacity, but they were 
Great labor savers, and heralded as a 
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boon to humanity by the men behind 
the axes. Pittsburg lumber was used 


when it was driven out by the large and 
cheaper rafts floated down the Missis- 
sippi from Wisconsin. 

Once the supply could be depended 
upon, St. Louis became a lumber mar- 
ket in earnest. History relates that the 
time between 1855 to 1858 was the golden 
era for the lumbermen. New yards 
were started in different parts of the 
city and great rafts of timber were 
taken from the river and piled up in 
these places for seasoning and storage. 


BIG BOOM STRUCK 
THE MARKET IN 1870. 

The big lumber yard of St. Louis in 
the early '50s was conducted by James 
D. Leonarr & Co. This covered the 
greater part of the blocks bounded by 
Washington avenue and Locust, Elev- 
enth and Twelfth streets. St. Charles 
street was blocked by this establish- 
ment. A. H. Schnelle, the oldest living 
lumber merchant in this city, who is 
still actively en-aged in the trade, was 
employed in the Leonard business as 
early as 1856. The office of this plant 
stood at Twetftn street ana Washing- 
ton avenue, now occupied by the Ham- 
ilton-Brown Shoe Co. 

One of Mr. Schnelle’s mementos of 
the early lumber days, and one that he 
highly prizes, is a large photograph 
of the Leonard yards, taken in 1856. 


}It was along about this time that the 


Missouri Pacific got its road in opera- 
tion as far as Jefferson City. This was 
a great help for the local market, and 
stimulated the trade to a large extent. 

In 1870 the market was struck by an- 
other prosperity wave, and the business 
doubled in quick order. New firms 
opened yards: and began exploiting the 
specialty features of the trade. In the 
older days the lumbermen handled any 
and all kinds of lumber that might be 
in demand, but with the arrival of a 
booming market, St. Louis found that 
it had the hardwood specialists running 
one end of the trhde and the softwooa 
dealers the other. 

The completion of new railroads into 
the city greatly ‘tncreased the stocks 
of oak, ash, black walnut, hickory, 
cherry, sycamore and linden, and the 
demand for these woods grew to such 
an extent that some of the dealers took 
up this branch, to the exclusion of 
white and yellow pine and the other 
softer timber. 


SANGUINE PREDICTION 
Is QUICKLY FULFILLED. 

It was in 1870 that the lumbermen 
issued a book the immense 
growth of the trade and predicting that 
St. Louis would eventually become the 
great lumber: market of the world. It 
was written and pubiished by Joseph 
Bogy and W. J. Jennings. 

The advertisements in this publication 
show that the following fitms and indi- 
viduals were conducting the business 
of that period: Joseph Bogy & Co., 
Eau Claire Lumber Co., successors to 
Chapman & Thorp; Marshall Brother- 
ton, William Druhe, C. H. and J. W. 
Peck, James D. Leonard & Co., August 
Leisse, Fleitz & Ganahl, Charles La- 
denberger, Theodore Bloess & Co., G. 
F. Miacke, Richard Schulenburg, Jos. 
Degenhart & Co., Philip Gruner Jr., 
Theodore Strauss & Co., J. A. Holmes 
& Co., Morrison & Peugnet, Schulen- 
burg & Boeckeler, <. Draper, Charles 
Naber, Douglas & Lobsinger, Boecken- 
kamp & Surkamp, Boss, Walkup & Co., 
Schnelle & Querl and W. J. Jennings. 
A list of the present wholesale and re- 
tail dealers doing business in St. Louis 
would fill columns in the Post-Dispatch. 
In those days cypress Was scarcely con- 
sidered a marketable lumber. Today 
the quantity of thi@ wood alone, sold 
in St. Louls, equals if it does not ex- 
ceed, the entire sales of all the lumber 
marketed in the boom of 1870. In that 
yaer there was comparatively little lo- 
cal capital invested in the cutting or 
milling of the lumber. 

The trade here bought its timber from 
these wholesalers, and supplied a very 
large section of the western country. 
The evolution of the industry has 
changed conditions. Now the lumber 
capital of St. Louis is Invested in the 
forests and mills. It Is true that 4 
number of these magnates came this 
way with the openirg up of the rich 
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to some extent in this market until 1858, 
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THE OLDEST LUMBER MERCHANT IN ST. LOUIS. 


When the white pine of Wisconsin 
and Michigan was practically exhaust- 
ed, the large dealers and operators had 
i9 look elsewhere for. other forests to 
vonquer, and the-South showed the way. 
The largest sawmills in- the world are 
operated in these States, and St. Louis 
men and their millions are behind these 
great enterprises. 


ABOUT 4000 EMPLOYES 
IN THE LUMBER INDUSTRY 


When one of these companies receives 
ar order for four or five hundred car- 
loads of lumber, the material is shipped 
direct from the mills, and might not 
even pass through St. Louis, but the 
check in payment for the shipment finds 
its way to a St. Louis bank. In the 
younger days of the market the lumber 
was all stored in the yards, but now 
the big consignments go direct from the 
sawmills. 

It is estimated that there are some 
four thousand persons employed in dif- 
ferent capacities in the St. Louis Jum- 
ber trade, and that the manufacturers 
here employ about ten thousand in the 
mills and forests. There are 55 lum- 
ber yards here which handle yellow 
pine and 37 limited to the handling of 
hardwoods. 

While the retail trade is brisk, it is 
the wholesale trade of the city which 
brings it up to the first place as a lum- 
ber center. The immense supply and 
variety of lumber in this market has 
helped materially to give the city an- 
other world’s record. This is in the 
manufacture and sale of coffins and 
caskets, which are shipped from here to 
all quarters of the earth. 

The heavy end of the lumbering in- 
dustry here makes its headquarters in 
the Wright Building. The tenants in 
this skyscraper are almost exclusively 
lumber men. The Lumbermen’s Club 
is also in this structure, and regular 
meetings are held here once each month. 
The officers are Julius Seidel, president; 
George E. Hibbard, first vice-president; 
Roland F. Krebs, second vice-president; 
William W. Dings, treasurer, and John 
B. Kessler, secretary. The club has 
about one hundred members. 

The Hoo-Hoo is the social organiza- 
tion of the lumber people and it has 
its branches in all parts of the coun- 
try. A ring-tiled cat in belligerent at- 
titude is the emblem of the order.

C¢ HE Winning Chance,” a novel of 

St. Louis life, written by a for- 
mer St. Louis woman and pub- 
lished by the J. B. ropncest Co., is a 
work of realism that! 1s likely to occupy 
in fiction the place now held by ‘The 
Easiest Way” in drama. 

New York is still gasping at the Eu- 
gene Walter play. 

And St. Louis ts very likely to gasp 
at the Elizabeth Dejeans story. 

Yet there are some significant points 
of difference between the two—and they 
are to the credit of the literary work. 

In the play, the actress who has been 
successful because she surrendered her- 
self body and soul to the man whose 
money could buy for her the success 
she coveted, discovers that a purer love 
cannot lift her from the mire into which 
she has sunk—and the last curtain falls 
as she recklessly resigns herself to a 
deeper descent into the mire. 

Stenographer the Heroine. 

In the novel, the stenographer who 
has sold herself to save a mother and 
brother from dire destitution, is her- 
self saved by a great and clean love at 
the last—and she is a good woman 
throughout, contradictory though this 
assertion may seem as a proposition in 
morals. A good woman, nevertheless—in 
the fell clutch of circumstance. 

You feel very much for Janet Carew 
the heart-tugging pity that you felt for 
“‘Marta of the Lowlands,’”’ when Kalich 
lived the Spanish girl’s ‘errible story 
before your eyes at the Garrick two 
theatrical seasons ago. A pitiless fate 
holds Janet helpless, as it held Marta 
helpless, and fovls ner shrinking body 
as Marta’s was fouled. 

But not her soul—there, happily, is 
Where the St. Loujs novelist and the 
Spanish dramatist again teach the same 
great and trutnful] iesson—that a woman 
impure in the letter of the moral law 
may yet be pure in that law’s spirit. 


Victim of Sinister Fate.

The figure of Janet Carew, 
daughter of a Virginia father and a 
New Orleans mother, both aristocrats, 
is a piteous and lovable figure, appeal- 
ingly drawn. That of Leo Varek, a 
baffling sort of character, strong both 
for evil and for good, is. convincingly 
presented, and there are others in the 
story who seem vital and who give life- 
likeness to its telling. 

The frankness of the author of “The 
Winning Chance” in her analysis of 
the soul of a woman so placed as was 
Janet Carew may not be denied, but 
it may also be excused because of a 
sympathetic treatment of deep earnest- 
ness. There is in evidence no premedi- 
tated attempt to write a “shocking”’’ 
story for the purpose of exciting a dis- 
cussion calculated to increase the book’s 
sale. 

But it seems inevitable that this novel] 
shall become a storm center of heated 
discussion, nevertheless.

LONDON, May 22.—The journalistic 


sensation of the week has been Lord 
Northeliffe’s sudden discovery that 
the anti-German agitation and ludic- 
rous scare-mongering promoted by 
his and other jingo papers are both 
dangerous to international peace and 
humiliating to England. 

His papers originated and have con- 
sistently stimulated this anti-German 
sentiment. He, himself, said in an in- 
terview in Paris four years ago: “We 
detest the Germans and we detest 
them cordially.” 

That has been the motto of his pa- 
pers ever since and while they found 
it easy to convince an Ignorant pub- 
lie that Germany's sole reason for ex- 
istence is to destroy the British em- 
pire and industrial supremacy, it may 
be doubted whether they can undo 
that sinister work so easily. 

Nothing could well be conceived 
more unworthy of a great people than 
the panic aroused by the childish 
stories about German airships which 
have been the principal news features 
of Northcliff’s and other anti-German 
papers this last fortnight. 

That scare is now shattered by the

ANSAS CITY Society women

Society women are going after sci- 
entific, beauty-making ex rcise, try- 
ing to make themselves finer women. 
They have begun to put in their 
mornings and afternoons in the gym- 
n'isiums, exercising, lolling, beauty 
napping, swimming, thinking pleas- 
ant thoughts and generally working a 
so t of physical psycopathy in behalf 
of body and mind. 

Withal, it’s all decidedly smart and 
coldly exclusive. Only the ultra 
get in. 

In 11 months Kansas City’s smart 
women have built themselves’ the 
biggest women’s athletic club in the 
country~—probably the biggest on 
earth. They have enrolled 475 mem- 
bers, each one of them passed upon 
for her qualifications. It occupies an 
entire floor of a big downtown build- 
ing and will move into a $200,000 
clubhouse next year, if plans do not 
go amiss. 

And all this has been done by wom- 
en. The idea was conceived by wom- 
en, the plans were laid out by them 
and they have done all the work 
from the beginning to the present. 
Women are planning the new club- 
house. Their instructor is a woman 
and all the officers are women. 

HOW IT BEGAN. 

Less than a year ago a little bunch 
of women got to talking about the 
possibility of getting a proper gym- 


‘nasium for women where married 
women as well as girls would fee] at 


liberty. The Young Women's Chris- 
tian Associations were well enough in 
their way, but they were hardly broa. 
enough and didn't quite come up to 
the club idea. After a little while 
more women were interested, and 
finally work was begun. With about 
fifty members the club started. In a 
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Smith, Mrs. Walter Richards and 
Mrs. George A. Borton. 

The “best families” are represent- 
ed and their members are among the 
most conspicuous enthusiasts. 

Recently they organized a frolic for 
the club. Twelve thousand persons 
were gathered in Convention Hall, 
Kansas City’s one big show place, to 
witness the frolic of the athletic club 
women. There were athletic dances, 
which form a large part of the gym- 
nasium work of the club, a basket 
ball. game, fencing, gymnastic exer- 
cises and other little odds and ends, 
merely to show what the club was 
doing. 

IN THEIR GYM TOGS. 

Society women appeared in their 
gymnasium costumes and went 
through the whole evening before the 
eyes of the big crowd, just for the 
good of the club. It was a rousing 
success. 

More than half a hundred of the 
club women are already in training 
for the harder athletic events which 
are to make up the next show. There 
will be 100-yard dashes for various 
classes and a small number of the 
younger women are training for a 
220-yard event, something of a strain 
for a woman. There may be hurdle 
events and others which the organiz- 
ers of the next public “party” aren’t 
ready to talk about, but it’s to be 
the one big frolic. 

But there’s a serious side to it all, 
say these athletic women. It is not 
the desire to become exceedingly mus- 
cular or brawny. Indeed, that is as 
far from the aim as it would be to re- 
main weak or delicate. The idea is 
to promote physical perfection by reg- 
ular, steady, scientific exercise, care- 
fully arranged so as not to produce 
mere brawn.

The latter happens 
to be the daughter-in-law of Dr.

HE most thrilling and romantic

sippi, the State of Jefferson Davis, 
dtring ihe harrassing years of Re- 
eonstruction, and afflicted with such 
penury that he made hs first cam- 
paign for the Senate on one meal of 
cheese and cracers a Gay and witb 
his feet touching the gi: ound through 
holes in the soles of his shoes,)\ this 
heroic American has raised hintself, 
at the age of 37 years, to a seat in 
the most distinguished law-max«ing 
body in the world. 

While a high-school student, lead- 
ing his classes despite his quenched 
vision, Gore formed the ambition to 
be a United States Senator, and this 
purpore he maintained ‘oyaliv and 
unflinchingly through 25 years of the 
bitterest struggle which any Ameri- 
can eminent in political life ever 
suffered.

BRYAN AND GORE 


LOSELY interwoven with the thrilling career of the blind Sen- 
ator from Oklahoma is the hardly less romantic life of Wil-

list national convention in St. Louis, Bryan was a reporter at the 
Republican convention in St. Louis for the Omaha World-Herald. He 
sat at the reporters’ bench, sending out bulletins and writing copy 


like the rest of them. 


Six weeks late he was nominated for President by the Demo- 
cratic national convention, after making his famous “Cross of Gold’”’ 
speech, and became the most prominent man in the United States, 
the leader of the oldest political party in existence in the country 
It was Gore who seconded the nomination of Bryan for Presidegt on 
the Populist ticket that jear, and the blind orator made the $1000 
on which he married, supplying bimself with eyes through those of 
his wife, by campaigning for Bryan in 1900. 





bition in him. For several winters 
he groped his way to and from school, 
three-quarters of a mile from his 
home, and, despite his blindness, mas- 
tered a high-school course and stood 
at the head of his class. 

In his last years in high school the 
boy “found himself.” He discovered 
that he ‘had extraorcinary gifts for 
oratory and debate. 


HAD A GOLDEN TONGUE. 


He had no eyes; but he had a gold- 
en tongue. He had no money, but 
had a high courage. He was ob- 
scure, but had a lofty ambition. He 
eculd not see the world about him, 
but he was becoming conscious that 
he had a smile to win it and a per- 
severance to compel its admiration 
and support. 

-While in high school young Gore’s 
closest companion was Charles H. 
Pittman, afterwards chairman of the 
Committee on Apportionment of the 
Oklahoma Constitutional Convention, 
who is charged by the Senator's ene- 
mies with having gerrymandered the 
districts so as to favor his old school 
chum. Pittman used to read to his 
blind friend. 

One day they found an old volume 
of the Congressional Record. In a 
stable the blind student would stand 
for hours while Pittman read the 


peeches. 

“T can recall the very moment ia 
that thrilling experience,” said Sen- 
ator Gore recently, “when the ambi- 
tion to be a United States Senator 
entered my breast, never to leave it, 
even in the darkest days and years 
that followed. From tiat time on I 
never permitted my hope to die out.” 

A speech delivered on the race 
problem when he graduated gave the 
schoolboy a local reputation which 
brought him an opportunity to ad- 
dress farmers’ picnics. This gave him 
an opportunity to meet representa- 
tive men. 

The Populist movement was spread- 
ing rapidly and he joined it. He had 
to be led about among the crowds, 
but once upon the platform he de- 
veloped a st: mastery over them. 
He compelled te forget his af- 
fliction, as, with his radiant, beautiful 
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face held high, he swept them at his 
will by the magic of his oratory. 

He shrank from no conflict. He 
even debated with Senctor Money, 
whose tongue all Mississippi dreaded. 
After the debate Senator Money de- 
clared that but for his opponent’s 
blindness he would hold him person- 
ally responsible for his words—a 
deadly thing to say in Mississippi. 

“Let Senator Money blindfold him- 
self,” retorted the youth, “and then 
I will meet him.” 

What Gore, in his haughty self- 
confidence, hated most was pity for 
his blindness. 

“The touch of pity stung me,” he 
said. “The hardest thing for a blind 
man is to fee] that he is ar object of 
ompassion. In my campaign for the 


aited States Senate I told the people . 


that I wanted no votes given in a 
spirit of pity for my physical infirmi- 
ties. I wanted votes given as they 
hee be to any other man, or not at 
all. 


PAID FOR EDUCATIUN. 


With the money he made spellbind- 
ing in Mississippi for Populism young 
Gore supported himself for 10 months 
while attending the law school. in 
Cumberland University, Tenn. He 
reached home with 25 cents in his 
pocket and garbed in a frayed suit 
of clothes which he had worn every 
day for 14 months, and the dilapida- 
tion of which had almost caused his 
preceptors to exclude him from 
classes, 

He spent several frightful years at- 
tempting to practice Jaw in Missis- 
sippi and Texas, but his starvation, 
his tattered clothes, his hand-to- 
mouth existence, only made the con- 
suming fire of ambition burn more 
fiercely in his breast. On leaving 
Mississippi for Texas, he made ap 
oath never to return save as a Sen- 
ator of the United States. This vow 
caused many of his acquaintances to 
believe him crazy. 

But by the time he reached his 
twenty-fifth year he had developed. 
He was aman of middie height, 
straight and broad shouldered. 

Constant practice in public oratory, 
added to a naturally grave manner, 
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had given him a bearing of singulat 
dignity. His brow was high and 
broad, splendidly overhanging his 
maimed eyes. His nose was fine and 
straight, his mouth full and sensi- 
tive; his powerful curving jaws meet- 
ing in a well-molded round chin. 

It was almost a Greek face, pale 
and smooth, but full of nobility and 
strength. For all the tragic shadows 
of the hopeless eye sockets, the set 
of the erect figure, the poise of the 
compact, square head, and the lively 
play of emotions in the mobile coun- 
tenance, conveyed anything but a 
sense of helplessness. 

“I will ask no odds of any man,” 
said Gore, “because of my affliction. 
All I ask is fair play. I will win on 
my merits or not at all.” 

That brave spirit made friends for 
the blind orator. The man who is 
convinced of himself convinces others, 
and his courage persuaded many that 
he would succeed somehow. 

Pity changed to adr-iration and ad- 
miration to confidence. While in 
Texas he was elected a delegate to 
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the Populist convention which nomt- 
nated Bryan at St. Louis in 1896, and 
seconded the nomination. 

In 1900 Gore made his way some- 
how to Kansas City, when the Demo- 
cratic convention nominated Bryan. 
Gore had now become a Democrat. in 
Kansas City he contrived to live ov 
50 cents for food for six days, his ra- 
tions being nuts, canned beef and 
crackers. 

At the Monetary Convention he 
made a notable speech. He had just 
made a scanty meal or nuts. The 
pockets of his well-worn alpaca jacket 
were filled with crackers, the cheap- 
est food he could exist on. 

No one who heard his voice ringing 
out over that scene of national enthu- 
siasm was permitted to know or even

LLEN ZARING of Richmond, 
A Ky., dedicated his new automo- 
bile in a remarkable way. In- 
cidentally Zarring was in g.eat dan- 
ger for some time, and, stiangely, it 
was speeding that saved his life in- 
stead of threatening it. 

Zarring went out into the country 
on business znd ~"hile he was talk- 
ing over the deal a big copperhead 
snake crawled up and snuggled itse!f 
in the laprobe on the floor of the ma- 
chine. When Zarring started home 
the snake raised its head and showed 
its ‘fangs to Zarring. Too astonished 
at first to jump or do anything else, 
the miller sat inert while the reptile 
wound itself around his leg and the 
brake of the auto. Then Zarring ot 
scared. Not realizing what he was 
doing, he jerked the lever open and 
let the machine go its best. 

The snake moved around a Iittte 
when the motor car kad attained 
about its full speed and its head was 
within an inch or two of the brake 
handle. in this position it swayed 
its head back and forth, and thrust 
out its fangs whenever the man 
looked as if he were about to make 
a move. 

Zarring has more than ordinary 
nerve, and after the first shock the 
snake had given him—which had 
caused him inadvertently to start the

SLEPT ON THE GROUND. 


Soon reduced to desperate financial 
straits again, Gore made the brilliant 
decision of his life. The great new 
Territory of Oklahoma was clamoring 
for statehood, and two new United 
States Senators would eventually he 
elected. Gore derermined to be one 
of them and went, with his father, to 
Lawton. . 

The eldcr Gore set up as a notary in 
a tent, with the hope of earning fees 
by registering land titles. The future 
United States Senator acted as barker 
for his father, wal'.ing up and down 
before the tent, shouting: “Here's 
where you get your papers out!” in 
the daytime he entreated the crowd: 
at night he slept in his clothes upon 
the ground. 

Through speeches, which he seized 
every opportunity to make, he soou 
impressed himself upon Oklahoma, 
‘he enterprising, wholesome men of 
that new commonwealth liked the 
blind man’s dauntless spirit. 

He was sent for to make speeches 
in other cities, he threw himself ar- 
dently into the movement for State- 
hood, was elected a delegate to va- 
rious conventions and finally a mem- 
ber of the Territorial Senate. It was 
just before this election that he and 
his wife found themselves reduced 
to 8 cents In money. 

In the presidential campaign of 1994 
he obtained a national] reputation, at 
least in the opinion of the Oklaho- 
mans, by being selected by the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee to speak 
in the Northern States. By this inde- 
fatigable attendance at picnics and 
other gatherings Gore was able to 
boast that he had spoken to and shak- 
en bands with nearly every voter in 
OF lahoms. 

When the statehood bill was passed 
by Congress in 1906 the political air 
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of Oklahoma was “full of razors” as 
the struggle for the two new senator- 
ships began with the primary cam- 
paign to elect a legislature. Gores 
opponents were both rich men, who 
spent their money freely. 

He stayed in Guthrie, borrowirs 
tnoney to pay the $4.50 a week which 
it cost him to live. Being at the 
capital he met men from all over the 
State, and was able to make shrewd 
combinations, for he was a born pol- 
iticlan as well as an orator. 

“It was a tragic thing,” says James 
Creelman, in an article in Pearson's 
Magazine, “to see a blind man har- 
assed by poverty fighting against his 
rich rivals, one a banker and the 
other a lawyer, but, however, he bled 
inwardly, Gore gave no sign that he 
saw anything pathetic in his situa- 
tion. His friends wanted him to 
abandon his ambition for a time and 
run for Congress. 

“It is the Senate or nothing,’ he 
replied. 


MORTGAGED HIS HOME, 
“In April, 1907, he began to make 
speeches all over the State. It cost 
him $65 to get out a hundred thon- 
sand copies of a circular in which he 
announced the views on which he ex- 
pected to. be chosen as Senator, with 
much tall rhetoric about Jeffersonian 
principles and the jeweled hand of 
greed picking the threadbare pockets 
of need.

What the allurements of the life of a magician 
were that led him to burn his bridges behind 
him and choose for his life work an occupation 
for which he, at least, had had no early training, 
Mr. Thurston scarcely knew the day he made his 
choice. And he scarcely knows today. It was 
solely the intuition which he now follows in his 
successful efforts to mystify his audiences. 

: c,” said Mr. Thurston, “means much more 
than remarkab!+ dexterity. Were it only neces- 
sary to deceive vour audience, to clap your hands 
and instantly produce an effect, magic would be 
a simple art. But there is r-uch more to it. 

“The profession requires intuition, intelligence, 

a mind that is ccatrolling and compelling and 
an almost uncanny knowledge of human nature. 
Yearly the demands made upon the magician 
grow more and more - fficult . meet. 
- “When the magician today steps upon the stage 
he faces an audience that is skeptical, alert, keen 
and concentrated. They ar? all there on their 
guard waiting for the first slip that will give 
them a key to the magician’s metlods and to that 
extent they are hostile. 

“The first step for the magician is to attune 
the minds of his hearers with his own so that 
perfect harmony will be established. He must 
do ‘t in his own way and his success or failure 
depends upon his ability to bring the minds of 
‘every man woman and child in his audience un- 

“der the control of his own. 

“T often liken myself as I stand befor an audi- 
ence to the leader of an orchestia. [I must tune 
every mind or instrument in the audience to 
produce my effect. I usually begin, and as I be- 
gin I proceed throughout the entire performance, 
by talking to a single man in the audience. I 
look over my hearers and pick out an individual 
up in the first row o° the balcony. 

_ “Mentally I introduce myself and shake his 
hand. And then, \. ile my lips are forming the 
words of my introduction I carry on a spirited 
conversation with my unknown friend in the bal- 
cony.

Tho secret of all magic is 
misdirection. There is no such thing as deceiving 
the eye. No magician could ever work so fast that 
the eye -ould not follow his every move. 

“There is left to him then but ome recourse, 
and tuat is to misdirect those keen, prying eyes. 
And that is what he does. 

“My atidiences are always trying to detect me, 
of course. That I know. But their attitude is 
not because they do not want + be deceived, for 
they do, but because they resent the inference that 
you are too clever for them. Explain a trick, 
once it is performed, to an audience ald they do 
in fact become opposed to you. Then they know 
that you have fooled them an’ tat you are laugh- 
ing at them besides. They prefer, rather, to har- 
bor their cwn illusion that there.is really a mag- 
ical power behind all that you are doing. And it 
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VANISHING TRICK _ 
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is in permitting them to harbor that illusion that 
the true magician shows his power. 

“Two of the most mystifying tricks that I per- 
form furnish the greatest contrast. Both require 
nearly nine minutes to perform; Loth completely 
mystify the audience and hold them breathless.

So, when all is said and done, Mis- 
souri and Missouri’s candidate, in the 
scheme of things here outlined, are 
to be only pawns in the political 
game, creatures of time and chahece 
and circumstances; simply a part of 
the plan to break the Solid South.

15. All Americans of whatever religious sect 
who may happen to be in the Eternal City at 
the time specified will meet with. a cordial wel- 
come at the hands of the Right Rev. Mgr. Ken- 
nedy and 140 American boys in the North Amer- 
ican College, 30 via dell’ Umilta. 

The reverend professors of the college, the 

_ American boys studying there and nearly four 
_ hundred American prelates and priests, togetner 
with a host of invited guests, are going to cele- 
_brate together the golden jubilee of the foundation 
_of the North American College by Pope Pius IX, 
in 1859, and the silver jubilee of the Alumni As- 
sociation of this college. 

All prelates and priests who are members of the 
Alumni Association of the North American Col- 
lege in Rome, and who can make it possible to 
get away, will sail from New York on tue Car- 
pathia of the Cunard Méu:terranean service or 
Italy, via the Azores and Gibraltar. The pilgrims 
will arrive in Rome about June 5. |

*. the Pope is so intimately areociated, will offer a 
special and unique side attraction for the Ameri- 
can visitors in Rome. 
In the first months of his pontificate Pins X 
_ took for his own apartment that formerly inhab- 
ited by Cardinal Rampolla, and as it adjoins the 
old picture gallery the Pope naturally saw much 
of the latter. He noted how badly ine pictures 
were arranged, a mere jumble, in fact, of avtists 
and periods, with many pictures hopelesely buried 
in shadow. He instantly conceived the project 
of making a new gallery in which schools and. 
should be arranged and grouped and the 
pictures rescued from oblivion. 
On the death of Cardinal Mocenni, Prefect of 
Palace, Pius X conferred that dignity 
upon Cardinal Merry del Val, who, with her. 
Misciatelli, was charged with the task of reor- 
ganizing the gallery. Signor Schneider, the archi- 
tect of the Vatican, réceived the order to prepare 
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the plans, and in June, 1906, .de work began. 
There were many difficulties in the way, partic- 


ularly the removal of Raphael's “Transfiguration,” 
carried

out, and the rooms were officially opened to a 
select few by the Pope a week or two ago. 

The new gallery is composed: of nine vast halls, 
formerly occupied storage chambers and state 
coach houses. The entrance has been altered and 
is now in simple Doric ctyle, surmounted by 
papal arms. The entrance hall for its 
decoration a bust of Pius X, the work Of tie 
man sculptor Seeboeck.

The first hall to the right is devoted to the works 
of the fourteenth century, The following 
called the Hall of Melozzo, is the largest in 
the picture gallery and contains 73 pictures of 
different schools. It takes its name from the. 
magnificent fresco of Meloazo, framed between 
the twa cent...1 pillars of the hall and now seen 
for the first time. ‘The third hall enshrines the 
paintings of the schools of the Umbrian and 
Marchian painters and contains 37 pictures, the 
most important of which is the “Coronation” of 
Pinturicchio. 

The fourth hall is the Hall of Raphael and ts 
the gallery holy-of-holys. It contains only eight 
pictures, four of which. are by Raphael—*The 
Coronation of the Blessed Virgin,” with a pre- 
delta of “The Mysteries,’ “The Theological Vir- 
tues,” “The Madonna of Foligno” and the sublime 
“Transfiguration.” There is also the “San Girol- 
amo,” by Santi, and “The Madonna with Four 
Saints,” by Perugino. Near by are “The Trans- 
figuration” and “The Madonna of Monteluce,” by 
Giulio Romano, 

The left wing of the picture gallery contains 
only three halls. The first is given up to the 
Venetian school. Most of these pictures come 
from the Lateran Museum. It contains 13 pie- 
tures, the most celebrated of which are the “Ma- 
donna and Child,” by Voivelli, and the “Satnt 
George” of Bordone. The second hall of the lett 
wing contains the work of painters of the sev- 
enteenth century. Eighteen splendid pletures are 
in this hall. The moet inrportant are the “Com- 
munion of San Girolamo” and Caravaggio’s “Dep- 
osition,.” 

The third and last hall ie devoted to foreign
